RAIN AND REST 


Present Programme in 
the Philippines, 


The Campaign to Be Eased Up 
During Wet Season. 


~ 


Call for Volunteers not Deemed 
Necessary Just Now. 


Sufficient Regulars at Gen. Otis’s 
Command — Maj. Bell’s Scouts 
Have a Lively Skirmish—A Bril- 
liant Ball in Manila. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 
NEW- YORK, June 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Washington spe- 
cial says the President and his Cabi- 
net talked nearly two hours this morn- 
ing about the military situation in the 


Philippines and discussed the question 


of reinforcements for Gen. Otis. 

The result of the conference was an 
authoritative announcement after the 
meeting that the question of enlisting 
additional regiments will be held in 
abeyance for some time, owing to the 
rainy season in the Philippines. 

It is definitely settled that there shall 
be a’ practical suspension of hostilities 
against the insurgents during the rainy 
season, for the medical authorities of 
the army agree that a campaign in 
that season would be disastrous. Offi- 
cials of the War Department believe 
that Aguinaldo has no intention of sur- 
rendering as long as the rainy season 
lasts. 

Secretary Alger said after the meet- 
ing of the Cabinet that no volunteer 
regiments would be enlisted for some 
time, if at all. The Secretary said that 
if it should be, decided to increase the 
military establishment, some of the 
volunteer regiments which served in 
Cy>ecte marriaon. duty orsvhich did not 
have an opportunity to go out of the 
United ‘States and desire to go to the 
Philippines, might be enlisted so as to 
preserve their present organizations. 
Very optimistic views as to the situ- 
ation in the Philippines were expressed 
at the meeting and all the Cabinet offi- 
cers appeared confident that effective 
resistance to the authority of the 
United States was practically at an 
end and would disappear altogether 
soon after resumption of military op- 
erations when the rainy season was 
over. The Cabinet officers, however, 
were unanimously in favor of sending 
Gen. Otis all the troops that he would 
need, and it was evident, from the ex- 
change of views at the meeting, that 
there was a pretty general feeling that 
no volunteers should be called for. This 
view is shared by the military officials 
who express the belief that 6000 men 
can be taken from the regular army 
for service in the Philippines. 

After full discussion of the subject, 
the President said he did not think 
there was any necessity of taking ac~ 
tion on the question of calling out 
volunteers until after Secretary Alger’s 
return from his three-weeks’ trip. It 
was determined, however, to give Gen. 
Otis all the authority necessary to in- 
crease his forces. He should be per- 
mitted to enlist as many native troops 
as he deemed proper, and a telegram 
to that effect was sent to him by the 
War Department this afternoon. The 
only restriction placed on Gen. Otis 
in raising native forces was that he 
should organize the Filipinos into small 
detachments, to be commanded by 
American officers, with a number of 
Americans as non-commissioned of- 
ficers. 

REFUSES TO VACATE. 
[BY: DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, June 2.—/Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Manila cable of 
this date, says: ‘“‘The steamship Ura- 
nus has returned from Balera, on the 
east coast of the Island of Luzon, 
where she went to bring here the Span- 
ish garrison which the Filipinos had 
been unable to subdue. The garrison 
is commanded by Lieut. Martinez, and 
of the original fifty-four men, com- 
prising it, there are only thirty-three 
left. ._Lieut. Martinez refused to. leave. 
He said he had suplies sufficient to last 


three months, and declared that he 
would stay where he was until he 
starved. Cok Aguilar, -secretary to 


Gen. Rios, the Spanish representative 
in the Philippines, took with him an 
order for Martinez’s evacuation, . but 
the best reply to it that he could get. 
was a promise from Martinez to quit 
when Gen. Rios came personally with 
such an order. Col. Aguilar thinks 
that Lieut. Martinez has become 
crazed by the hardships of his long 
struggle against the Filipinos. 
ON THE SKIRMISH LINE. 


“The insurgents are increasing their: 


forces at San Fernando, and are con- 
stantly attacking the American out- 
posts. This morning white making a 
reconnoissance, Maj. Bell of the Fourth 
Cavalry surprised a party of 100 Fili- 
pinos who were taking breakfast. The 
insurgents fled, leaving their baggage, 
but were reinforced and attacked the 
reconnoitering party. Maj. Bell's 
party, which consisted of nine persons, 
including Lieut. Vitale, an Italian at- 
taché, were chased by the enemy for 
a mile anda narrowly escaped being 
iaptured. Bell estimates that there 
are 4000 Filipinos within two miles of 
San Fernando.

CABINET’S CONCLUSIONS. 


No Present Necessity for Calling for 
Volunteers. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 2,—The Cabinet 
at its meeting today decided that there 
was no present necessity for the enlist- 
ment of volunteers. 

The situation was gone over at the 


Cabinet meeting very fully before this 


conclusion was reached, The President 
stands ready at any time it may ap- 
pear necessary to authorize the enlist- 
ment of the volunteers should more 
men be deemed necessary, although be- 
lieving that such a contingency may 
not arise. 

Gen. Otis is to be given the 30,000 
men for whom he asked. The addi- 
tional 5000 or 6000 troops to make up 
the 30,000 are- to be taken from th2 
regulars now serving in Porto’ Rico, 
Cuba and this country. The rainy sea- 
son is now on in the Philippines and 
aggressive field operations will have 
to be suspended for a couple of months 
at least. 

A letter from Gen. Wood, Governor 
of Santiago province, was read at the 
Cabinet meeting, which was considered 
eminently satisfactcry. Gen. Wood re- 
ported that he had completed a tour 
of the province and had found things 


in an admirable condition. There were | 


no appeals from any source for food, 
there were no complaints of handitti, 
all was quiet and orderly and the peo- 


ple were everywhere returning to their | 


peaceful vocations. g

BRILLIANT FUNCTION, 


Ball Given in Manila by the Philip- 
pines Commission. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT .] 

MANILA, June 3, 11:45 a.m,—[{By 
Manila Cable.}] The Philippine com- 
mission last night gave one of the most 
brilliant balls Manila has ever seen. 
It was one of a series of entertainments 
intended to foster friendship between 
the natives and Americans. The com- 
mittee has the handsomest residence 
in Manila, Overlooéking the harbor. The 
grounds surrounding it were illumi- 
nated, while the house itself was deco- 
rated with the American colors. 

The newly-appointed judges, Gen. 
Otis, a number of other American of- 
ficials and many wealthy natives were 
present. There was a display of gor- 
geous native toilets, and many jewels 
were worn, and the a¥ray of handsome 
women surprised the Americans. There 
was a long programme of American 
and Filipino dances, followed by the 
rendering of several instrumental se- 
lections, ending with “‘The Star Span- 
gied Banner.” 


BEVPRIDGE’S OBSERVATIONS. 


Uniteds@tates» Senator Albert. J. 
Beveridge of Indiana, who came to the 
Philippines some time ago, made a 
fortnight’s trip in the southern islands, 
visiting Iloilo, Negros and Cebu. Dur- 
ing his tour he talked with the chief 
of Quolo, who has 2000 fighting men 
under his command, and who pro- 
fesses friendship for America, which 
friendship,~ he hinted, might be 
Strengthened by the continuance of the 
annual subsidy of $12,000 formerly paid 
by the Spaniards. Mr. Beveridge will 
leave here on Saturday. 


TILLEY’S MURDERERS PUNISHED. 


Gen. Smith has punished the insur- 
gents at Escalante, island of Negros, 
for the murder of Capt. Tilley of the 
Signal Corps, who was fired upon by 
natives under a flag of truce and cut 
off from rejoining his companions on 
board the cable ship from which he had 
landed. Gen. Smith burned the town 
and killed a number of members of 
bands of insurgents whom he found 
in the neighborhood. 

Three members of the South Dakota 
regiment were wounded at San Fer- 
nando in the encounter between insur- 
gent and American outposts. 


ISTHMIAN WATERWAY. 


Additional Details in Regard to the 
Proposed Route. 
[A P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, June 2.—A_ special 
from Washington gives additional de- 
tails in regard to the route recom- 
mended by the Nicaraguan Canal 
Commission for the proposed Isthmian 
waterway. While the route  out- 
lined in the synopsis of the commis- 
sion’s report just made public by the 
State Department is preferred by the 
commission, it is understood that that 
body submits several variants which 
may be adopted by the constructing 
engineer if he deems it proper to do 
so. The commission is agreed that the 
route from Brito to the San Guanillo 
River should be as’ set forth, but 
States that there are two ways of 
fconnecting the canal at this point 
with the Caribbean Sea. the first 
across the low country to Greytown, 
and connecting by a straight line with 
the canal at San Juanillo to the Carib- 
bean Sea;owhere a harbor will have to 
be built! The commission finds that 
there will be little difference in the 
cost of the several variants, so that it 
will be a matter of choice with the 
construction engineers as to which 
toute shall be adopted. The depth of 
the canal estimated upon is thirty feet 
throughout.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.} 

PARIS, June 2.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
The Figaro asserts that Mme. Drey- 
fus has been authorized to inform her 
husband that MM. Ballot de Beaupré 
and Manau reported in favor of re- 
vision and of a new trial. 

The Echo de Paris announces this 
morning that the Court of Cassation 
has virtually finished its labors in 
connection with the Dreyfus revision. 
It says that at yesterday's sitting after 
three hours’ deliberation, only six coun- 
cillors had given their opinions, where- 
upon the president of the court, desir- 
ing to shorten the proceedings which 
threatened to be interminable, proposed 
a vote of ‘“‘yes’”’ and “no” on important 
questions. 

Six ballots were taken, and the result 
of the decision will be delivered about 
noon today (Saturday.) It will send 
Dreyfus to trial by a new court-mar- 
tial. 

CHARGES AGAINST DU CLAM. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, June 2.—The arrest yester- 
day evening of Lieut.-Col. Paty du 
Clam, who, in 1894, was commissioned 
to investigate the first charges made 
against Dreyfus, was ordered after the 
Minister of War, M. Krantz, had con- 
sulted with the Premier, M. Dupuy. 
The prisoner, who is confined in the 
military prison of Cherche Midi, is 
charged with forgery and uttering 
forgery. It is not yet known whether 
he will be tried before a court-martial 
or a disciplinary court. 

RUMORED SUICIDE. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

PARIS, June 2.—The Echo de Paris 
this morning says that Gen. Zurlinden, 
the military Governor of Paris, has 
consented to the provisional release 
of Col. Picquart, who is in prison on 
the charge of revealing documents 
concerning the national defense on the 
demand of Gen. Marquis de Gallifat. 

The Petit Republique has a report 
ttaat Ldieut.-Col. Paty du Clam. who 
was arrested, has attempted to commit 
suicide in prison. 

Several papers announce that pro- 
ceedings will be taken against Gen. 
Mercier, former Minister of War, and 
other officers. 


PORTO RICAN AFFAIRS. 


Insular Commission’s Unanimous 
Report to Secretary of War. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING NEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The insu- 
lar commission appointed by the War 
Department to investigate affairs of 
Porto Rico and to report upon all mat- 
ters relating to currency, laws, taxa- 
tion, judiciary, public improvements, 
education and civil affairs generally, 
has made a unanimous report to the 
Secretary of War. 

The commissioners say that all 
classes and conditions of the Porto 
Rican population are ready and willing 
to accept American institutions and to 
be content with them, and in general 
they recommend the establishment of: 


such laws, general, district, and mu- | 
nicipal, as will give to the people of 
Porto Rico substantially the same 
protection and the same laws which 
are now enjoyed by the people of the 
United States. 

The report recommends the estab- 
lishment in the island of the public- 
school system of the United States. 
Recommendation is made that there 
shall be a complete separation of 
church and ‘state and all property. 
Récommendation is made for a thor- 
ough reform of the judicial system 
of the island along American lines. 
The division of the country into dis- 
tricts similar to those counties in the 
States of the United States is also 
suggested. 

The commissioners recognize vested 
rights in the island, and recommend 
that they be protected. Another 
American method referred to, is that 
for the recording of deeds, the pres- 
ent system being very cumbersome 
and expensive.

SAM T. JACK WILLS HIS WIFE TO 
HIS BROTHER JAMES. 


Special Provision That They Shall 


Become Husband and Wife. 
James Refuses to Make Any 
Statement—Vaine of the Late 


Actor’s Estate.

NEW YORK, June 2.—Sam T. Jack 
willed his wife to his brother, James 
Cc.

TROUBLE AT TONGUE RIVER. 


Troops Odered There to Prevent a 
' Conflict. ; 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, June 2.—A special to 
the Herald fram Washington says Sec- 
retary Alger has directed the com- 
manding general of the Department of 
Dakota tO order a troop of the First 
Cavalry to proceed to the Tongue 
River agency and prevent a conflict 
between the Northern Cheyenne In- 
dians and the white settlers residing in 
the vicinity. It is thought hostilities 
can be avoided: Capt. George W. 
Stouch of the Third Infantry, who is 
acting Indian agent, has called atten- 
tion to the fact that there are many 
whites on the- reservation, not all be- 
ing bona fide settlers. If the former 
can be brought out, and the squatters 
later ejected, a great cause of friction 
between the Indians and the whites 
will be eradicated.

Cox, for tLieutenant-Governor, with 
the other five nominations distributed 
among those of less distinct party af- 
filiation. What was generally called 
the Hanna-Cox combination controlled 
a large majority of the 831 delegates, 
but it did not exercise its power be- 


yond the nominations of Nash and 
Caldwell, 

The conference at which Senator 
Hanna. Mr. Cox and others reached 


a mutually satisfactory understanding, 
did not conclude till 9 o’clock a.m., 
an hour before the convention  as- 
sembled. It was all over then with 
Mr. Daugherty and other candidates. 
Guilbert and Huffman were nomi- 
nated for second terms without opposi- 


tion. When some of the delegates 
raised the cry of “slate,’’ George B. 
Cox himself was the first to break 


the slate by changing the 86 votes of 
Hamilton, which he had cast on the 
first and second ballots, for Judge Hull 
for Attorney-General, to James M: 
Sheets. Judge Hull had been generally 
considered as a sure winner, as he 
had been slated. In this case, the anti- 
trust, as well as the anti-State element, 
cut quite a figure. The change of votes 
caused a stampede and the rules were 
suspended and Sheets was nominated 
by acclamation beforé the call of the 
counties was completed. This was the 
first break in the eo-called Hanna- 
Cox slate, and it causé@d the convention 
to go wild. 

The cries of ‘‘third term” and “slate” 
were set up against Judge Bradbury 
for Supreme Judge; and on the third 
ballot, W. Z. Davis was nominated. 

Isaac R. Cameron, the successful 
contestant for Treasurer of State, was 
generally credited with being on the 
slate. and he secured the Hanna-Cox 
vote. 

When the plank commending the 
President for the “judicious modifica- 
tion of the civil-service rules, recently 
promulgated,” was read, there was & 
great demonstration.

| the Old, Old Story.

_ LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) June 2.—The 
formal visit of William’ Jennings Bry- 
an to Louisville, under the auspices 
of the Ohio Valley Bimetallic League, 
was reserved for today, though he at- 
tended Wednesday. night's banquet to 
~~ ~Mr. reached 
2:25 o’clock this after- 
noon. He was eacorted 'to the Audito- 
rium, where “he spoke to an immense 
audience. He-sald, in part: . 

“The Democratic party adopted at 
Chicago a platform which applied Vem- 
ocratic principles to the conditions 
then existing. The conditions existing 
today require the application of the 
same principles. No questions brought 
to the attention of the people by the 
last campaign have been séttled since 
the close of the campaign. 

“The Republican party in the next 
campaign must declare either for the 
gold standard or for the restoration of 
bimetallism.

TRIPARTITE COMMISSIONERS 
ARRIVE AT APIA. 


They Elect Bartlett Tripp Chairman 
and Begin_.at Once Their Investi- 
_ gation of the Kingship .- 
Muddle. 


The Chief Justice Gives Them to 
Understand That the Jurisdiction 
of His Court Must not 
Be Disturbed, 


Dr. Solf Finds Himeelf on the Horns 
of a Dilemma-—Greetings from 
Both Kings. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—The 
steamer Alameda from Australian 
ports via Apia, Samoa, and Honolulu, 
arrived here today and brings the fol- 


lowing advices from the Associated 
Press correspondent at Apia, dated 
May 19: 


The United States steamer Badger, 
bearing the commissioners of the 
United States, Great Britain and Ger- 
many, arrived at Apia on May 13. The 
commissioners have elected Mr. Tripp, 
the American representative, chairman. 

On their arrival they received ietters 
of welcome from King Malietoa Tanu 
and from Mataafa. Both letters were 
acknowledged. The commissioners are 
reticent as to their plans and their pro- 
ceedings. Jt does not seem to be their 
purpose to hold any public sessions. 
Up to date they have been busily en- 
gaged in preliminaries, and a careful 
study of the situation. They have had 
interviews with the three consuls, the 
admiral and captains of the British 
warships, the Chief Justice and repre- 
gsermtatives of the London Mission So- 
ciety, and the Roman Catholic Mis- 
sion. Their inquiries seem djrected to 
a thorough and exhaustive mination 
with the trial and 
proceedings in the kingship matter. 

This afternoon they are to have an 
interview with Ki Tanu, and tomor- 
row with Mataafa. Mataafa and five of 
his chiefs are coming up to Apia at the 
request of the commissioners, and they 
have guaranteed him a safe passage to 
and from Apia 

SPUNKY CHIEF JUSTICE. 

In connection with the kingship pro- 
ceedings, the commissioners wrote ask- 
ing the Chief Justice if he would for- 
ward them a copy of the docket on file 
in the Supreme Court. This the Chief 
Justice did, at the same time he, in 
writing, informed the commissioners 
that he did so from a desire to aid them 
in their investi on, that he claimed 
for himself an his court, notwith- 
standing the presence of the commis- 
sion in Apia, the full power and 
functions of the court, aS exercised in 
the past, and that his action must in 
no way be regarded as abrogating 
those powers or privileges. The . 
preme Court. decision in the kingship 
matter was final, and was not sub- 
ject to revision or alteration at 
hands of the commissioners. 

The commissioners, 
strictly non-committal, and simply ac- 
yoowledged the receipt of the Chief 

ustice’s letter. The Chief Justice has 
been informed by the chairman of the 
commission that the commissioners 
while in Apia do not intend in any way 
to interfere with the powers of juris- 
diction of the Supreme Court, and 
that the court will pursue the even 
tenor of its way. 


DR. SOLF’S DILEMMA. 


Dr. Solf, who was ‘nominated as 
president of the municipality, arrived 
by the last steamer frqm San Fran- 
cisco. He is on the horns of a dilemma. 
A president sent out by the three 
treaty powers, and yet he is no presi- 
dent, for the reason that he was un- 
able to get into office and assume his 
duties before the arrival of the com- 
missioners. Before he came to Apia he 
was informed that ag there was only a 
provisional government in Samoa, he 
had better apply on his arrival to the 
consuls to be put into office. The 
Berlin treaty requires that the presi- 
dent shall be appointed by the Samoan 
government. When he got to Apia he 
found Tanu installed as King and recog- 
nized by the United States and Great 
Britain, but not by his own govern- 
ment. ° 

Dr. Solf is an official on the foreign 
service list of the German government. 
He could not and would not be allowed 
to act until he had obtained his ap- 
pointment—but he could not in the face 
of his consuls and the government's 
attitude apply to and thereby recognize 
Tanu and his government. He waited 
the arrival of the commissioners. They 
have superseded all hitherto existing 
authority in Samoa, and as such do not 
see the necessity at the present for a 
president. 

Dr. Solf applied for the secretaryship 
of the high commission, but this has 
been conferred on Mr. Morgan, who 
came out as Commissioner Tripp’s pri- 
vate secretary.

WHERE IS THE GOLD? 


Five Thousand Sovereigns Missing 
From Steamer Alameda, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—There 
was great excitement and consternation 
on board the steamer Alameda upon 
her arrival from Australia today, when 
it was discovered that a box containing 
5000 sovereigns was missing. Seven 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars in 
gold had been sent hither from Sydney. 
The money was shipped in thirty steel 
boxes, each containing $25,000 in British 
coin. When the steamer  treasure- 
room was opened, upon the arrival of 
the Alameda at this port, it was found 
to contain only twenty-nine of these 
boxes instead of thirty. 

The theft is apparently shrouded in 
the deepest mystery. To thoroughly 
understand the peculiar deftness of 
the crime, it is necessary to explain 
that large sums of money, frequently, 
excéeding a million dollars, come from 
Australia by every steamer. These 
consignments of gold represent the hal- 
ance of trade in favor of the United 
States. Thus England owes the. United 
States for grain and oil, and Australia 
is England's debtor for all kinds of 
merchandise. It is more convenient 
and less expensive to send money to 
America from Australia than from” 
Australia to England and from Lon- 
don to New York. Therefore part at 
least of the obligations of Great Britain 
to the United States are paid directly 
by the colonies of the latter country. 

So common a feature of the cargoes 
on the steamers from Australia are 
these shipments of go!d that each ves- 
sel belonging to the Oceanic Steamship 
Company. has a special steel . specie 
tank constructed for the safe-keeping 
of the treasure. On the Alameda this 
vault is fornmfed of steel plates, each 
five-sixteenths of an inch thick. It 
is located under the steerage dining- 
foom and the only mode. of entering 
it is through a small trap door secured 
with an inch tron bar and a Yale 
lock. The lock was sealed with the 
stamp of the steamship company after 
the boxes of sovereigns had been re- 
ceipted and counted by the purser and 
the chief officer and the key placed in 
a safe in the purser’s room. The key 
did not leave the purser’s possession 
during the voyage. and the seal over 
the lock was unbroken when the 
steamer arrived here, and yet the con- 
signment was short one box of 5000 
sovereigns.

to locate the stolen treasure and. to dis- 
cover the thief. A thorough seafch 
was made of the ship and every pas- 
senger, as well as all the crew, was 
obliged to undergo the ordeal of an 
examination, but the stolen gold was 
not recovered. 

The mysterious character of the 
theft, the deftness with which it was 
accomplished, and the cleverness with 
which it was concealed, has puzzled 
Officials and detectives alike. No suspi- 
eion- attaches to Pursér Thomas C

ice of the company, and who is re- 
garded as absolutely beyond suspicion, 
although it would seem that he alone 
could have opened the door of the spe- 
cie room. 

The theory of the police is that 
Smith was made the victim of a flim- 
flam game. Each box weighs ninety 
pounds, and as it was checked by th-< 
purser and the chief officer it was 
carried by two porters down into the 
specie tank. It is thought that one of 
the boxes, instead of being placed in 
the specie vault, was opened and its 
contents divided among the thieves anc 
either taken ashore at the last moment 
er secreted about the vessel. 

The police have arrested two mer 
who are supposed to have had some 
connection with the theft..No charge 
has been. placed against them, but 
they are in the sweat-box tonight. They 
gave their names as Willard Greer 
and John H. Porter, but the former wa;

THINK IT A HOAX, 


Alleged Message from the Pelican 

not Considered Genuine. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
TACOMA (Wash.,) June 2.—The offi- 
cers of the Northern Pacific Steamship 
Company doubt the authenticity of 
the supposed message from the lost 
steamship Pelican, found in a bottle 
by Capt. Thunnell of the schooner 
Freeman, off Portage Bay.

Queen Regent Says the Marriane, 
Caroline and Palaos Groups 
Were Thus Disposed of - Her 
Majestys’s Speech. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


MADRID, June 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Queen Regent opened the 
Cortes today with the usual cere- 
monial and in the speech from -the 
throne, announced that the. Marriane, 
CarolMne and Palaos islands were ce- 
ded to Germany by the late Spanish 
Cabinet. During the course of the 
speech, Her Majesty said: 

“When peace with the United States 
was concluded, parliamentary troubles 
caused a change of Cabinet, Under the 
constitution it belonged to me to ratify 
the treaty by laying it before’ the 
chamber. There remained under con- 
trol, the Carolines, Palaos and most 
of the Marriane islands, but the former 
Cabinet decided it useless for Spain to 
retain such minor appendages of our 
ancient empire, and signed with the 
German Emperor a convention offering 
to cede these to Germany under the 
law which would be submitted imme- 
diately to the chamber. 

“Our foreign relations 
and. friendly. We especially owe to 
the Pope recognition for the many 
ae he has givem us our moral sup- 
port. 

“The most important, most urgent 
and most difficult task before you is 
to balance the budget and liquidate the 
debts resulting from the war through 
ordinary and permanent sources of in- 
come. Thanks to the severely economic 
policy projected, the gavernment will 
not ask fresh sacrifices of the coun- 
try, except such as can be equitably 
divided among all classes. 

“For the times are critical, and it is 
impossible during the present session 
ta do all that is necessary. But dur- 
ing the next session there will be 
projects for the reorganizatian of the 
army and navy based on obligatory 
services, for improving the public serv- 
ice, and in.the centralizing of the 
provincial and municipal administra- 
tion and reforming the Penal Code and 
electoral laws, etc.” ‘

It Crops Out in the Trial of Lee and 


Gilliland—Sheriff Pat Garrett's 
Siartling Statements on 
the Witness Stand. ~ 


Cutting and Shooting Was the Fash- 
ion at Las Cruces When He Went _ 
There to Solve the Foun- 
tain Mystery. 


A Santa Fe Doctor Tasted Blood, but 
Don’t Know if it Was Horse, 
Haman or Coyote. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


HILLSBORO (N. M.,) June 2.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] Women crowded 
into the courtroom more numerously 
today than on any former occasion 
since the beginning of the trial of 
Lee and Gilliland. They composed 
half the audience and exhibited great 
interest in the proceedings. Yes- 
terday as Oliver Lee was returning 
to jail a child pushed her way through 
the crowd and handed him a bunch 
of flowers. 

The cross-examination of Pat Gar- 
rett occupied the attention of the 
court all morning. Garrett's indirect 
testimony revealed an_ astonishing 
condition of political affairs as they 
existed in Dofia Ana county when he 
removed there from Uvalde, Tex., to 
ferret out the Fountain mystery. He 
says he was paid a salary of $300 
monthly for his services and after- 
ward was appointed Sheriff through 
influence of Judge Fall, now leading 
attorney for the defense. A conference 
was first held between Liewellyn, Jim 
Beard and Garrett at E) Paso, where 
he was given all the evidence which 
they had collected. 

“The evidence implicated,” 
witness, “Lee, Gilliland, 
New and Judge Fall.’ 

“What was the condition of affairs 
when you went to Cruces?” asked 
Fall. 

“You fellows had been cutting up 
and shooting at one another.” 

“If you were given all the evidence 
when you first went to Dofia Ana 
county, why did you wait two years 
to procure warrants for these men?” 

“You had too much control of the 
courts down there as district judge.” 

“Why did you obtain warrants for 
the defendants instead of having them 
indicted ?” 

“Because I knew their attorney had 
access to the grand jury room and 
that the defendants would know of 
the indictments before the officers.” 

“IT propose to show, your honor,” 
eaid Judge Fall, addressing the court, 
“that the whole course of the detec- 
tive work in this case has been di- 
rected not to discover the guilty par- 
ties, but to fasten this crime on these 
defendants.” 

Witness admitted that he had often 
said that Ben Williams, his chief dep- 
uty, had a mania for killing peopie, 
but asserted that the mania had mod- 
erated prior to the time he was ap- 
pointed Deputy Sheriff. However he 
himself, advised Oliver Lee not to 
surrender to Williams under any cir- 
cumstances. 

“Why did you do this?” 

“I deemed i: unwise.” 

- Referring to the fight at Lee’s ranch, 
where Kearney was killed, witness said 
that at the parley after the battle, Lee 
told the posse that they were “a hell 
of a lot of fellows to call on a man to 
throw up his hands and shoot at the 
same time.” 

Witness asked Lee to surrender, but 
Lee replied that he did not believe he 
would be safe in Garrett's hands, and 


said the 
Carr, Mc- 


declined to do so, telling the posse to 


withdraw and give him a chance to 
get off the house and retire. 

Witness said he declined to leave the 
spot where his men were sheltered from 
bullets, but Lee insisted that whm- 
ever he gave his word he kept it. Then 
the posse went into the open and rode 
off in full view of Lee and Gilliland, 
who did not shoot. 

Dr. Francis Crosson of Santa Fé tes- 
tified to having analyzed the blood 
found by the roadside. He explained his 
tests to the jury, and among other 
things, said he had tasted the blood. 
His conclusions were that it was from 
a human being. On cross-examination 
witness admitted that he could not 
tell the difference between human 
blood, horse blood or coyote blood after 
it had dried. 

The court took a recess for supper. 

IMPORTANT WITNESS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

HILLSBORO (N. M.,) June 2.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Fountain’s_son-in- 
law, Carl Claussen, proved one of the 
best witnesses yet introduced by the 
prosecution. He was put on the stand 
tonight and told of visiting Lee's ranch 
to get water while out with the trail- 
ing party. Five men were standing 
outside as he approached: they saw 
him and broke for cover. Astonished 
at this reception he went up a 
knocked on the door, but got no a 
swer. Then he went into the yard. 
Two men, one Lee’s negro with a six- 
shooter, took positions around him. 
Then Lee walked out. Witness knew 
none of the men then, but since iden- 
tifled Lee and McNew. Lee asked what 
Was wanted, and what the party was 
searching for. Witness asked him why 
he did not join in the search. Lee said 
he hadn't time, and that the Fountains 
were nothing to him anyway, bestowing 
a vile epithet on them. He then 
mounted his horse and rode off. Wit- 
ness identified horses’ tracks as those 
of a large horse which he had trailed 
toward Lee's ranch from the spot where 
the vehicle was assailed. Witness then 
procured water and started in the 
house to pay for it, and three men 
sprang up with their hands on their 
weapons and confronted him. 

The prosecution will probably close 
its case tomorrow night. Another 
court interpreter has been sent for by 
the defense. 

‘ POLITICS CROP OUT. 

~ [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

HILLSBORO (N. M.,) June 2.—The 
political phases of the Fountain mur- 
der case developed with today’s test!- 
mony.. The court refuses to entertain 
matters relating to political ties. 
The evidence today has been fraught 
with political feeling against Lee and 
Gilliland, rather than tending to show 
them guilty of the Fountain murder. 

Pat Garrett was being cross-ex- 
amined by Attorney Fall. During an 
objection, Mr. Fall said: 

“Garrett was ousted from the Sher- 
iff's office because he refused to mur- 
der Lee and Gilliland, and other mur- 
derers were put tn. We will show that 
they refused Lee a hearing, waiting 
for the administration to change.”

tion. You,” addressing Attorney Fall, 
“and others had been shooting at each 
other a good deal.

Here witness startled the listeners by 
saying that Attorney Fall had gone 
with him to Santa Fé and got two 
county commissioners removed so that 
he (Garrett) could be appointed Sheriff. 

Garrett then recited how Kearney 
was killed ,and said Lee had the drop 
on theposse from the housetop, but 
egreed to desist on condition that 
Garrett should leave and tell the truth. 

The defense was trying to show that 
Garrett had refused to investigate 
other clews when the noon recess was 
taken. 

THE BLOOD EXPERT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

HILLSBORO (N. M.,) June 2.—An- 
ticipating an attempt of the defense to 
show that Col. Fountain is still alive, 
the prosecution introduced Dr. Fran- 
cis Crossen, who was employed by 
Gov. Thornton to examine the earth 
near Fountain’s buckboard. He testi- 
fied that he found human blood in 
quantities to indicate a sudden wound. 
He also said the wounded person had 
been dragged over the ground. 

John Meadows was put on the stand 
to tell the blood-finding story over 
again. Cross-examination brought 
acknowledgment that he was for- 
merly with “Billy the Kid’s” gang in 
Texas and other times had been as- 
sociated with outlaws. He claimed to 
be a victim of circumstance in each 
case. 

Dr. Crossen on cross-examination 
said he did not know the blood found 
was human—no man could tell, but 
he thought it human blood. He ‘could 
not determine whether it was from 
man or beast without a microscope, 
and he hed used none. He broke down 
completely under a rapid fire of ques- 
tions by Attorney Fall, who is posted 
in chemistry. 

When the killing of Kearney, a mem- 
ber of the Sheriff’s posse, was detailed 
today by witnesses the courtroom was 
crowded, and talk of trouble was re- 
newed among the Mexicans who con- 
gregated about the courthouse door. 
At times the attorneys grew warm in 
attémpts to impeach witnesses. The 
mercurial temperament of the crowd 
was demonstrated by occasional laugh- 
ter. Extra deputies are scattered about 
the courtroom.

“April failures were the smallest 
ever reported in any month. May 
failures are nearly $2,000,000 smaller, 
only 62.8 per cent. of the smallest 
previously reported in any month, 
and only 34.3 per cent. of those in May 
of last year. Solvent payments were 
$8,823,294,056, and defaults were $3,280,- 
683, or 45.7 cents on .$1000, against 70 
cents in April, $1.19 in March and $8.02 
in September, 1896. 

“Comparison with previous business 
has never been as small in any other 
month as in May, 1899. Both in 
manufacturing and trading failures 
were the smallest known in any month, 
and in each branch eight of the four- 
teen classes showed smaller failures 
than in May of any other year. 

‘ “In dealing with times like these, 
the chief difficulty is to avoid the ac- 
counts of extravagance. The actual is 
beyond experience, and if its naked re- 
cital irgMites incredulity, what well- 
reason forecast of the future could 
gain hearing?

FINANCIAL REVIEW. 

NEW YORK, June 2.—Bradstreet’s 
financial review will say tomorrow: 

“Increased evidence was afforded 
this week that not: only had large in- 
terests ceased to give support to the 
share market, but that some specula- 
tive operators. of considerable force 
were actively engaged on the bear side 
up to Fwiday. On that day, however, 
there was a fairly general recovery, 
due to the review bullish manipulation, 
and its effect.on the augmented short 
interest was aker than last Satur- 
day. Further liquidations resulted, the 
movement being accelerated by various 
unsettling developments or _  circum- 
stances. The rise in wheat prices and 
the collection of further wreports 
dubious crop prospects were among 
the matters which aided in checking 
the apearance of a renewed buying 
power. An advance in foreign exchange 
rates was another factor. while Wall 
street, to a certain. extent. developed 
a nervous feeling about the appearance 
of yellow fever at the Gulf ports. The 
weakness in copper stocks, voth on this 
side and in the European markets, was 
effective in hastening the declines in 
the industrial group and the New York 
local Traction securities were subjected 
to selling pressure and experienced bad 
breaks, attributed to a belief that the 
new franchise-tax law is considered a 
serious drawback to the prosperity of 
such organizations by the _ insiders 
The street at large was also dispose 
to give heed to the suggestion that 
the pending gas war in New York 
City had discancerted the plans of 
leading interests and possibly it in- 
fluenced their position and action in 
regard to the general market.”

Robert J. Burdette Speaks at. its 

Anniversary Exercises. 
The First Baptist Ch 
crowded to its fullest seating 
last night on the occasion of the fifth 
anniversary of Rev. C. 8S. Mason’s 
superintendency of the Pacific Gosper 
Union.

George A. Hilton. The mission is open 
day and night, every day in the week. 

The principal address last night was 
delivered by Rev. Robert J. Burdette, 
who made a powerful plea for young 
men, based on David's anxious query 
after his rebellious son Absolom, “Is the 
young man safe?” ‘It costs money,” 
he said, “to kill men, and yet pee is 
the easiest way to dispose of 
worthless and good-for-nothing. That's 
the reason we do it. It is expensive

We can't 
reform by punishment. hefarmation 
must begin within; change of environ- 
ment cannot effect it. ‘Is the young 
man safe?’ Is your boy safe—not your 
neighbor's boy? I am gied this even- 
ing to make a plea not only for poor 
and unfortunate boys, but for your 
boys—king’s sons--the jewels of the 
land.”

O. H. Ensign, who was the electrical 
engineer in charge of the building of 


the plant of the Southern California 
Power Company, 


in the Santa Ana 
stricken down 
while at work on the new plant of the 
Redlands Electric Light and Power 
Company, is again on duty, and came 
to the city yesterday. 

Col. Adolph Wood, manager of the 
Arrowhead irrigation enterprise, regis- 
tered yesterday at the Westminster 
Hotel, where he talked last evening to 
a reporter regarding irrigation affairs. 
He says that Redlands has good pros- 
pects of getting sufficient water this 
summer to tide the orchards over the 
year, and thinks the magnificent crop 
of fruit now on the trees will be saved 
from loss by drought. His company is 
now cementing its tunnels, and is 
crowding the work ahead, though he 
would make no statement of the time 
when it is’expected to place the water 
from the Arrowhead reservoir on sale. 
He expects the Cincinnati capitalists 
behind the venture to come out this 
summer, and it is not improbable that 
an announcement will be made within 
a few months of the plans of the com- 
pany, which have heretofore been kept 
from the public. . 

G. J. Griffith ywill leave this morning 
for Portland, expecting to be absent 
from the city for about a month, in 
the hope that the cloudy northwest 
will prove beneficial to his eyes, which 
have been giving him a great deal of 
trouble recently. 


POMOLOGICAL BUREAU. 


Will Exhibit California Goods at the 
Paris Exposition. 


Secretary Wiggins of the Chamber 
of Commerce has received word that 
a representative of the pomological bu- 
reau of the Department of Agriculture 
will be in Los Angeles soon, to select 
fruits and manufactured articles rep- 
resentative of the fruit interests of the 
State, for display at the Paris Expo- 
sition. Another representative of the 
Agricultural Department is on his way 
to California to arrdnge for a wheat 
exhibit from this State. 

It is not yet known what arrange- 
ments will be made for space for Cal- 
ifornia at the exposition, though Com- 
missioner Runyon is now in Chicago, 
in consultation with Comm'ssioner-gen- 
eral Peck on the question. 

Maj. Ben C. Truman is expected to 
return from San Francisco Monday, 
and at once take up the matter of ex- 
hibits from Southern California.

THEIR GAKE IS DOUGH, 


CRACKER TRUST CRUSHED BY ITS 
OWN WEIGHT. 


tories on Board Said to Have 
Been Too Great a Task—Pacific 
Coast Capital Was Shy of the 
Combine. 


-—-— 


About fovlr months ago some local 
business men, l6oking over the Pacific 
Coast and the condition-of the cracktr 
trade im that territory, ¢oncluded that 
there was a good opportunity to form 
a combination of all those interested in 
the business. 

The cracker trade of the Coast 
amounts to about $2,000,000 a year. The 
money actually invested in the busi- 
ness, in real estate, plants, stocks of 
goods, etc., do not amount to any more 
money, if, in fact, to nearly as much. 
Until three years ago the profits of the 
business are said to have been close to 
$600,000 a year. Three years ago a war 
arose between the cracker men, and 
since then it is not probable that any 
of them have made much money- Some 
of them have lost steadily. Portland 
cracker men sold here at a loss, and 
Los Angeles crackers were sold in 
Portland at a loss. So it was in all 
the territory. There are too many fac- 
tories on the Coast, two in Los An- 
geles, three in San Francisco, one in 
Portland, one at Seattle and one at 
Spokane. The Seattle and Spokane 
plants are idle the most of the time. 
Several of the others are operated 
three-quarters of the time, or less. 

The idea of the combination, with 
prospective profits of $600,000 a year, 
took well. New York and Pacific Coast 
capitalists took the matter up and ex- 
perts visited all the cities where plants 
were and investigated the business. 
Their reports were favorable, and after 
a series of negotiations, options were 
obtained on all the plants on the Coast. 
The sum to be paid for the various 
establishments was $2,000,000, and the 
combined business was capitalized at 
$4,000,000. The territory was to be di- 
vided into four sections. Southern Cal- 
ifornia, Arizona and New Mexico, one: 
San Francisco and Northern and Cen- 
tral California, with the export trade 
of San Francisco, as the second: Ore- 
gon, with the export trade of Portland, 
as the third, and Washington, with the 
export trade of Seattle and Tacoma, as 
the fourth. At Los Angeles there was 
to be bullt a new factory of modern 
type, to make all! the crackers used in 
this territory. Many mére men would 
be employed here than at present. The 
options were to be held until June 1, 
and those who were promoting the deal, 
and all who were concerned in the mat- 
ter on the Coast thought it was a sure 
go. So well satisfied of this were the 
capitalists behind the deal that a pros- 
pectus dated New York, May 5. was 
sent broadcast, offering for sale $1,259,- 
000. first-mortgage 6 per eent. sinking 
fund gold bonds of the Pacific Coast 
Riscuit Company, and $250,000 7 per 
cent. cumulative preferred stock of the 
company. This was part of $1,500,000 
bonds and $1,500,000 preferred stock and 
2,500,000 common stock, the remaining 
having already been disposed of. 

Officers had been chosen and the or- 
ganization was considered practically 
perfected. All the factories on the 
Coast were in it at one time, but sub- 
sequently one firm in this city drew 
out. Fhe others all stayed in and 
thought that on Thursday last notice 
would be sent that the deal was closed. 

But on that day, late in the after- 
noon, news! was received here from 
San Francisco that the scheme had 
completely collapsed. That news was 
known to the business men here gefi- 
erally yesterday, and created quite a 
sensation in business circles. where the 
combination had been taken as a fore- 
gone conclusion for a month past. The 
capitalists who were behind it are said 
to have spent $70,000 in the course of 
their negotiations. 

The way the scheme split was by itn- 
troducing the candy plants into the 
combination. So long as biscuit man- 
ufacturing only was the object in view. 
it was plain sailing. But several of 
the cracker factories are also makers 
of candy and those who did not manu- 
facture the sweet stuff have a trade 
in it. Other candy factories confine 
their business to that branch, and do 
not make crackers.

FPORESTRY LECTURE. 


Abbot Kinney Speaks on the Trees 
of the Reserves. 
_.The school_of forestry at the Tni- 
vernty of Southern California was 
addressed yesterday morning by Ab- 
bot Kinney on “The Trees of the Cali- 
fornia Reserves.’ He said, in part: 
“The men who have described the 
forests and forest trees of California 
have nearly all written poetry into 
their descriptions. It is but natural 
that the poetic feeling should be 
shown when the grandest forests of the 
world are being brought to the knowl- 
edge of mankind. The only valuable 
ecientific description of the forest 
flora of the Pacific Coast, as an en- 
tirety by itself, is that of Prof. J..G. 
Lemmon of Berkeley. This work was 
done under the orders and at the ex- 
pense of the old State Soard of For- 
estry. 
“The. forests of the reserves in Cali- 
fornia are predominatel evergreens. 
While there are a few deciduous trees, 
the black oak is about the only one 
of general importance. The lumber 
trees in our reserves are the pines, 
firs, Douglas spruce and, in one dis 
trict of the Sierra Nevada, the se- 
quoia. Of the pines, there are but 
two that are as yet an important 
source of lumber. These are the yel- 
low and sugar pine. The sugar pine 
is the king of the pine genus, but it 
has a much more restricted range than 
the yellow pine and seldom grows in 
masses. It is scattered through the 
forests of the middle Sierra region. 
“All of our methods of lumbering are 
very wasteful. Under private owner- 
ship, at the present lumber pwrices, it 
will so continue without a forest sys- 
tem. A method has been proposed 
whereby the cutting of bkumber by 
private parties or corporations might 
be so conducted as to promise a new 
forest crop and to remove the danger 
of destruction by fire, the considera- 
tion to the lumber companies for so 
conducting their cutting being an 
agreed price to be paid by the govern- 
ment for the acreage thus treated. 
“The black pine is found in the highe , 
altitudes of California, and is at its 
best about seven thousand feet abov 
the sea. It is rarely found belo® 4060 
feet. In the damp Alpine valleys and 
on the edgé of the meadows we find 
the Tamarack pine. An extensive for- 
est of this pine is to be found on the 
northern base of the tree line of Gray- 
back. It is very easily recognized by 
the peculiar shape of its leaves, as are 
the many other varieties of the 
“The last of our mountain. pines is 
the pifion. This is a short beasties 
pine, justly celebrated for its edible 
pine nuts, This pine has a wide range 
along the eastern base of the Sierra 
and over the line into Nevada and. 
Arizona. "Phere are many handsome 
specimens about Bear Valley ‘in the 
San Bernardino range of mountains 
and along the east side of the Sierras, 
in smailer form. There is one specie 
men on the extreme summit of Mount 
Lowe.

“The mesquite is a fine tree fo - 
lien and brackish soils and ssa wal 
in very hot regions. Its wood is @ 
great heat producer. Fine, large tree 
specimens of the mesquite are grown 
in the San Gabrirel Valley. The Cali- 
fornia walnut is a  qdeciduous tree, 
growing all along the tertiary . foot- 
hills. It has a sweet nut with a sweet 
hard shell, and, under eultivat on, 
makes a handsome shade tree. e 
California forests also include varie- 
ties of the willow, elder, live oak, syca- 
more, poplar and bay tree.’ : 
The commercial bodies in Southern 
California that have taken an intetest 
in forest work are bringing pressure 
to bear upon the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to induce him to send an ex- 
perienced forester to this section. 
The students of the school of forestry 
who successfully pass the requirements 
are expected to be enlisted as an aid 
to active forest work if the necessary 
supervision is furnished by the gov- 
ernment. . The last lectures of the 
course occur next Friday morning. W.

AMERICANIZING PORTO RICO. 

According to a Washington dis- 
Patch, the insular commission ap- 
pointed by the War Department to 
investigate the affairs of Porto Rico, 
and to report upon all matters relat- 
ing to the currency, laws, taxation, the 
judiciary, public improvements, educa- 
tion, and civil affairs, has made a 
nanimous report, expressing the 
Opinion that the inhabitants of Porto 
Rico “are ready and willing to accept 
American institutions, and to be con- 
tent with them.” 

The commissioners recommend the 
establishment of such laws, general, 
district, and municipal, as will give to 
he Porto Ricans substantially the 
ame rights, privileges, immunites, 
and protection, as are enjoyed by the 
people of the United States. The 
establishment of the American public 
school system in the island is recom- 
mended; also the complete separation 
of church and state. It is further 
proposed that the judicial system of 
the island shall be thoroughly re- 
formed along American lines, and that 
the country shall be divided into dis- 
tricts corresponding to the counties 
of the several States in the United 
States. In brief, it is proposed that 
the \island shall be Americanized, so 
far a5 practicable, and the commis- 
sioners express the opinion that the 
Porto Ricans are both ready and will- 
ing to accept these radical changes in 
their laws and customs. 

This report, from a commission 
which has, presumably, made a thor- 
ough investigation of the conditions 
prevailing in the island, is indeed 
gratifying. In the absence of an in- 
vestigation such as has been made, the 
experiment of Americanizing Porto 
Rico would at least have been uncer- 
tain of success. With the report of 
the commission as a guide, the work 
of providing a suitable government 
for the island will be greatly simpli- 
fied, and there can be little doubt of 
the. success of the undertaking. This 
work will devolve principally upon 
Congress, and it should be undertaken 
as early as practicable in the next 
session. The task should be performed 
honestly, without allowing the in- 
fluence of partisanship to enter into 
it in any manner. In no sense is the 
establishment of civil government in 
Porto Rico a political question, and 
politics should therefore be kept en- 
tirely out of it. The same may with 
truth be said of the establishment of 
civil government in the Philippines, 
when the time for that work shall 
come. It will be a grave mistake if 
these great civic problems be made 
the plaything of partisan politics. 
They belong in the realm of states- 
manship, and should be kept upon a 
Plane high above the petty squabbles 
of the mere partisan and spoilsman. 

The eyes of the civilized world are 
upon us, and the manner in which we 
golve these problems will in some de- 
gree be a test of our national 
strength, wisdom, and statesmanship. 
We must, therefore, make no mistakes 
that are avoidable.

COLLEGE PARTISANSHIP. 

THE TIMES is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing letter, which it gives place in 
these columns by reason of especial in- 
terest in the subject in question: 


To the Editor of The Times: I have 
read with much interest your views 
upon the so-called question. of college 
partisanship. And in your views upon 
this subject, in which you contend 
that colleges should be nonpartisan 
in political as well as in religious mat- 
ters, I heartily concur. I have sons 
whom I purpose to send to college, 


and it is my desire that they be in-’ 


structed in the reat 
government and in public questions, 
in an unbiased manner—in_ short, 
to learn the truth. While I hope 
they will be trained in party princi- 
ples, I desire, in the first instance, that 
they shall be taught the principles of 
good citizenship. Other matters would 
then follow in natural sequence. 

In view of the pernicious activity 
exhibited by certain college officers or 
instructors in opposing the expansion 
of our territorial limits, would you ad- 
vise me to send my sons to a college 
where such persons are stationed? It 
seems to me that an instructor who 
has taken pronounced grounds against 
a given line of. public policy has there- 
by disqualified himself to expound .the 
subject, in all its phases, in a fair, 
impartial manner. Will you _ kindly 
give me your views on this subject?

In reply to this {intelligent letter 
THE TIMES takes the opportunity to 
reiterate its position in respect to the 
subject of college partisanship. It 
reasserts its views, with emphasis, 
that the colleges of the country occupy 
an anomalous position in respect not 
only to religious but also to political 
questions, and that, from the nature 
of the functions of a college or in- 
stitution of learning; it must, in or- 
der to exercise a wholesome influence 
and retain a due measure of public 
respect, maintain a strictly neutral 
position in regard to the great public 
questions of the day. We agree fully 
with “our correspondent, that the 
great public questions should be ex- 
pounded in a fair, open and unbiased 
manner, that such subjects should be 
treated in al! their phases, and. that 
an instructor who takes a partisan 
stand upon one or the other side of 
questions of public policy, and goes 
before the people in his capacity as 
such to advocate, or to oppose, any 
given line of policy, or the action of 
the government, thereby disqualifies 
himself to expound such questions in 
a proper and effective manner. Such 
being our views, THE Times would 
not advise a man to send his sons to 
® college where they are liable to be 
taught mere partisan principles, or to 
be influenced by the teachings or ex- 
ample of an officer or instructor who 
has shown himself to be an active 
partisan upon any great public ques- 
tion. The teachings or the influence 
of such persons would certainly tend 
to reflect themselves in the minds of 
their pupils, and such pupils would 
doubtless leave college with a certain 
amount of narrowmindedness, strong 
bias, and an utter lack of that broad 
comprehension which is an insep- 
arable incident to careful, intelligent, 
and unbiased investigation, conducted 
with a spirit of independence, and with 
the sole purpose to learn only the 
truth. 

It is best when college-bred men 
learn the principles, the spirit and 
the genius of our government in_ the 
universities, leaving them free to 
absorb partisanism in their own way 
after they pass beyond the walls.

raising funds have been organized in 
various parts of the country and that 
the money already subscribed is safe 
in bank and is drawing interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent. per annum frém 
January 1, 1899. 

Master Good incloses with his let- 
ter Joint Resolution No. 345, intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives 
on January 30, 1899, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs and ordered to be’printed. This 
resolution reads as follows: 

“Resolved, by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress assembled: That 
the Secretary of the Navy be, and he 
is hereby, authorized and directed to 
bestow upon one of the first-clags 
battleships, the construction of which 
has been or may be hereafter author- 
ized, the name of ‘The American Boy.’ 

“Section 2. That the Secretary of 
the Treasury be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized and directed to cause to be 
received and placed in the treasury of 
the United States as a special fund, to 
be applied to the construction of said 


Secretary of the Navy, any and all 
contributions of money which may be 
tendered to him for the purpose of de- 
fraying the expenses thereof, the said 
contributions to be in addition to any 
amount that has been or, may here- 
after be appropriated for the construc- 
tion of battleships.”’ 

Master Good reports in detail 
the work that has been done, and 
concludes his letter by saying: 

“We are advised to appeal to Con- 
gress again, and Congressman Berry 
of Kentucky has promised to cham- 
pion our cause. This week our New 
York committee placed a petition for 
consideration in the hands of the 
secretary of the school board. The 
committee at Spokane has all the 
northwest to look after, and _ report 
they are very hopeful of raising a 
large sum.” 

It will thus be seen that the scheme 
for building a battleship to be named 
“The American Boy” is very much 
alive, and that the cause is in excel- 
lent hands. That Congress will 
eventually provide for use of the funds

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


Four manly unaffected gentlemen in 
the best sense of that much misused 
term; each an eminent artist, a! schol- 
arly musician in. his especial line, 
closely allied by the strong bond of 
friendship as well as a deep reverence 
for and devotion to the art of which 
every one is so distinguished an expo- 
nent, all having achieved the simplicity, 
the exquisite refinement and command- 
ing technique of complete mastery 
over their several instruments—such is 
the Kneisel Quartette, which now visits 
Los Angeles for the second time, and 
which gave a performance in Simpson 
Auditorium last evening, that,.in its 
consummate finish, approached the 
apotheosis of Chamber Music playing. 

With a balance that is never dis- 
turbed, a masterly precision in attack, 
a unanimity as seemingly spontaneous 
as it is perfect, a sympathy in mean- 
ing that is supremely beautiful in its 
variety and effect, flawless intonation, 
phrasing that makes all they interpret 
clear to the dullest comprehension, and 
a joy to the epicurean listener, an ex- 
ecution of the most exacting passages 
either in stuccato or legato that is 
eminently satisfying, and tone noble, 
singing, or caressing as it is demanded, 
these are some of the characteristics 
which have made the Kneisel Quartette 
pre-eminent in this country, and have 
compelled the respect of press and 
public on two continents. 

In last night’s programme the three 
quartettes were admirably chosen and 
placed. Opening with that of Mozart 
in D minor, with its somber and simple 
dignity, Schumann’s F Major, Op. 41 
No. 2, followed in effective contrast by 
its joyous spirit of blithe happiness; 
and as a climax, the “Aus Meinen Le- 
ben,” in BE minor of Smetana, with its 
passionate tragic pathos, its wonderful 
coloring, its intensity of feeling and 
the. modern handling of effective part- 
writing. 

Every movement in all three was 
handled as only such masterly artists 
as Mr. Kneisel and his confreres, 
Messrs. Roth, Svecenski and Schroeder 
can and do handle anything they at- 
tempt to interpret, and the repose in 
the Andante, the daintiness in the Men- 
uetto of the Mozart; the infectious mer- 
riment in the Schumann Scherzo, and 
the confiding tenderness in Smetana’s 
Largo were expressed with. supreme 
art. 

In these and the other movements, 
Mr. Kneisel’s violin wove in and out 
among the other instruments with just 
s0 much, and no more, emphasis and 
prominence as the composer intended, 
now carrying the theme, now subdued 
into subservience or silent as another 
instrument picked it up, and in its turn 
sunk into an inner voice as a third be- 
came the vehicle to express the musi- 
cal phrase, carry on the argument, or 
suggest a new idea. And it was all so 
exquisite, so rare, so choice, so inde- 
scribably beautiful. 

From the first note to the last, the 
evening was an intellectual, an artistic 
delight, and the large and representa- 
tive audience responded with spontane- 
ous, cordiality. After each movement 
there was appreciative applause, and 
at the conclusion of each number there 
were a number of recalls. This after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock the Kneisel Quar- 
tette will give their second and last 
concert, when the following programme 
will be presented:

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BOLD TRAIN ROBBERY 


THE UNION PACIFICO OVERLAND 
HELD UP IN WYOMING. 


Express Car Blown Open With Dyna- 
mite and Contents of the Safe 
Stolen—Engineer Joves 
Injured. 


The Crime Believed fo Have Been 
Perpetrated by Members of the 
Famous Hole-in-the- 
wall Gang.

Sheriff’s Posse on the Trail of the 
Bandits—Amount of Booty 
Said to Be Small, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LARAMIE (Wyo.,) June 2.—The first 
section of the Union Pacific overland 
flyer was held up by six masked men 
at 2:15 o’clock this morning half a 
mile west of Wilcox, five miles west of 
this city. The train was-flagged just 
east of the Little Bridge at that point. 
Two of the men entered the cab of the 
engine and presented guns at Engineer 
W. B. Jones and his fireman and told 
him to pull across the bridge and stop. 
As soon as the train passed over the 
bridge the gang placed a charge of 
dynamite on the bridge for the purpose 
of blowing it out and preventing the 
second section, which runs ten min- 
utes behind the first section, from com- 
ing over. The train was run a short 
distance further and the express and 
baggage cars were then looted. 

Engineer Jones, who did not intend 
to submit to the hold-up, was roughly 
handled by the robbers, being struck 
on the head with a billy and other- 
wise hurt. 

Woodcock, the express messenger, 
would not open the car door when de- 
manded, and the door was blown open 
by dynamite and Woodcock was 
knocked down and rendered insensible. 

A special left here at 7 o’clock, tak- 
ing.a posse of officers and horsemen 
with their horses. They arrived at 
Wilcox at 8:30 o’clock, and departed 
immediately in pursuit of the robbers, 
who escaped on horseback and started 
north. 

In addition to the posse that left here 
early this morning and caught the trail 
a carload of thorses and a dozen men 
were brought east to Wilcox this aft- 
ernoon on the passenger train. Another 
posse was organized at Dana and dis- 
patched from that point as a part of 
the plan to get the robbers surrounded 
as speedily as possible. 

The amount of booty secured is un- 
known. The shipments of money west 
are said to have been unusually large 
lately, and and from this fact esti- 
mates as high as $30,000 have been 
made today, but railroad and express 
officials this evening place the amount 
low ,even to a few hundred dollars. 
Those who place the amount high do 
so largely from the fact that a tremen- 
dous effort is being made to catch the 
six men. 

One hundred pounds of dynamite were 
found today near the scene of the rob- 
bery, and a piece of a $100 bill was 
found. This strengthens the theory that 
they got a large sum. — 

There are three theories concerning 
the robbers. One that they are men 
who have been working on the grades 
that are being built for the new cut- 
offs. Another is that the men are part 
of the famous Hole-in-the-Wall gang. 
The third theory is that Jack Nolan 
heads the gang. 

The express company has offered a 
se of $1000 for each robber, dead 
or alive. 


AN EARLIER REPORT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


OMAHA, June 2,—The Union Pacific 
officials furnish the following account 
of the robbery of the west-bound No. 1 
which left this city yesterday morning: 

Just before daylight this morning, 
in the midst of a drenching rain, the 
train was held up just beyond Wilcox, 
Wyo. The robbers blew up the express 
car with dynamite, severely wounding 
the engineer and then escaped to the 
mountains. According to the officials 
of the express company, the robbers 
obtained only a nominal reward for 
their daring crime. A posse under the 
Sheriff of Carbon county is in pursuit 
of the robbers, and the officers are 
confident of capturing them. 

Union Pacific officials received their 
first information of the affair from En- 
gineer Jones of the train that was held 
up. His message was as follows: 

“First section No. 1 held up a mile 
east of Wilcox. Wxpress car blown 
open, mail car damaged. Safe blown 
open, contents gone. We were ordered 
to pull over the bridge just west of 
Wilcox, and after we passed the bridge, 
the explosion occurred. Can't tell how 
bad the bridge was damaged. No one 
was hurt except myself, scalp wound 
and cut on hand, 
“JONES, Engineer.” 

During the forenoon several other 
dispatches were received, concerning 
some details. These indicated that the 
robbers boarded the train at Wilcox at 
2:09 a.m. As the train reached the 
bridge one of the robbers crawled, into 
the cab, and at the point of a gun or- 
dered Engineer Jones to pull-across the 
bridge and stop. Meanwhile the others 
of the gang were at work in the ex- 
press car. Just as the engine pulled off 
the bridge there was a tremendous ex- 
plosion that scattered the express car 
for a hundred feet in every direction. 
The end of the mail car was blown in 
and several stringers knocked out of 
the bridge. WBngineer Jones was 
slightly injured by the flying débris, 

It only required a few minutes for 
the robbers to rifle the safe, which was 
blown open by the explosion. They 
took tts contents, signalled their con- 
federate on the engine, and before the 
passengers and the train crew were 
aware of just what had happened were 
off for the mountains. 

It required two hours to clear the 
wreck away so that’ the train could 
proceed to Medicine Bow, the next sta- 
tion from which the report was sent. 
The Sheriff was notified and with a 
posse started in pursuit of the robbers. 
The soft ground caused by the rain 
will aid in trailing the robbers. It is 
not positively known how many there 
are in the party, but as only four were 
seen by the trainmen, it is believed 
that number constituted the party, : 

A later telegram conveys the infor- 
mation that a bent of the bridge was 
shattered, but has been repaired to 
permit the passage of the trains. 

The passengers were scared nearly 

out of their wits, but the robbers made 
no effort to molest them, confining their 
ofe tions to the express car. 
The local express officials have re- 
eeived no information beyond the bare 
factethat the train was held up, and 
the contents of the safe taken. They 
state that the safe contained very little 
of value. 


Nothing is said in any of the dis- 


patches regarding the express messen- 
ger or where he was when the explosion

THE TRANS-MISSISSIPPI CONGRESS 
PASSES A LOT OF THEM. - 


Cession of Arid Lands to States, Sub- 
sidized Merchant Marine and 
Many Other Things Advocated, 
Houston Gets the Next Meeting. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WICHITA (Kan.,) June 2.—This was reso- 
lution day for the Trans-Mississippi Con- 
gress. Debate was warm, but never acri- 
monious over the recommendations to be 
urged upon Congress relative to Federal aid 
to State irrigation projects, subsidies for mer- 
chant marine, and grain freight rate dis- 
crimination by railway lines as between do- 
mestic shipments, and shipments for export. 


‘The congress adopted resolutions favoring 


arid land cession to States and Federal sub- 
sidies to merchant marine, and denouncing 
preference in rates to grain for export. 
Ringing resolutions were adopted indorsing 
the Louisiana purchase fair, and urging 
favorable congressional action upon the 
$5,000,000 congressional loan feature of the 
plan to raise the desired $15,000,000 fair fund. 
The congress indorsed ‘‘free homes,"’ and the 
opening of Indian reservation lands; state- 
hood for all the territories, establishment 
of the two cabinet offices—mines and mining 
and commerce and industrial; establishment 
of a national academy for training consular 
officers, taking their appointment out of pol- 
itics, 

A plan was adopted looking to a perma- 
nent organization, and the providing of @ 
fund for expenses of the congress by admit- 
ting to membership any person in trans-Mis- 
a territory on payment of an annual 
ee 

In the Resolutions Committee interest cene 
tered in the fight over irrigation resolutions. 
The fight was between those who urged 
the Trans-Mississippi Congress to wholly. ine 
dorse the policy of the National Irrigation 
Congress, advocating Federal storage resere 
voirs, and the leasing of the public grazing 
lands by the States, without cession, as 
against those wh advocated the absolute 
and unconditional cession of all the public 
lands to the States and Territories. 

er a long and stubborn fight between 
Gov. Murphy of Arizona, supported by the 
members of the committee from Colorado and 
Kansas who favored’ the State cession 
scheme, and George H. Maxwell of California, 
alded by Charles I. D. O'Donnell of Mon- 
tana, and Col. H.: B. Maxson of Nevada, 
representing the National Irrigation Cone 
gress, an agreement was reached in the 
committee, unqualifiedly indorsing the r:s- 
olutions and policv of the National Irriga- 
tion Congress. These resolution® were 
adopted 4! the entire Trans-Mississippi Con- 
gress without a dissenting voice.

A KANSAS SOAKER.

WICHITA (Kan.,) June 2.—The trans-Mis« 
sissippi delegates were treated to a regular 
Kansas soaker this morning.

If Los Angeles is going to celebrate 
the Fourth of July, this year in a man- 
mer which shall do credit to the city, 

it is time to begin to get the money 
together with which to buy the fire- 
crackers. 


A‘eea serpent which carries its head 
ten feet above the water has been 
seen from South Santa Monica. This 
is an attraction no other coast resort 
is likely to equal until it gets a brand 
of liquor equally as bad as that-used at 
South Santa Monica. 


Practical philanthrophy has taken 
an interesting form in San Francisco, 
where a wealthy citizen. has con- 
structed a floating house, in which he 
intends to take unemployed men from 
San Francisco up the Sacramento 
River to the fruit region, where help 
is wanted. 


The temperance people at Berkeley 
knocked out one of the strongest argu- 
ments for the existence of saloons in 
that town by pledging themselves to 
Yay into the treasury a sum equal to 
the revenue derived from’ liquor li- 
censes. An ordinance has now been 
passed providing for the abolition of 
saloons after October 1.

UNIONPACIFICEXTENSION 


VANDERBILTS TO END HUNTING- 
TON’S RAILWAY MONOPOLY. 


Letting of a Contract for the Con- 
atruction of a Road from the 
Nevada-Utah Border to a Con- 


~ nection With a That Taps” 


the Santa Fe at Blake. 


The San Francisco Examiner of 
May 31 has the following: The Van- 
derbilts are about to complete a line 
from Salt Lake to Los Angeles. A con- 
tract has been let for the extension of 
the Utah Southern Railway, running 
south through Utah and Nevada by 
way of Milford and Pioche,' thus 
bringing the end of that line within 
200 miles of the line running north 
from the Santa Fé Railway, west of 
the Needles, and through the Vander- 
bilt and New York mining districts in 
California, The new lines will be a 
part of the Union Pacific Railway 


system, in which the Vanderbilts are 
largely interested. 


The above statement by the Chicago 
Tribune, which is the leading authority 
to extensions .of the Oregon Short 
Line. The latter, which is controlled 
by the Union Pacific, has a line running 
southwest from Salt Lake to Milford 
in Utah. From Milford southwest to 


| the Nevada State line an extension is 


being built under the name of the 
Utah and Pacific Railroad. The dis- 
tance is eighty miles. 

From the Nevada State line south- 
west across Nevada, principally in Lin- 
coln county, the Utah Southern Railway 
is to build 300 miles of road. Its ot 
jective terminus is the town of Man- 
vel, in San Bernardino county, Califor- 
nia. Manvel is the terminus of a road 
twenty-five miles long, running 
north from Blake, a station on 
the Santa Fé east of Mojave. The Utah 
proposes to ab- 
sorb this small piece of road when it 
completes its line southwest across 
Nevada by the way of Pioche. 

Surveyors have been at work for some 
months past in Southern Nevada mak- 
ing preliminary surveys’ for the 
new company in question. It may 
be a nu mber of months how- 
ever, before actual construction 
work is commenced. The Utah 
and Pacific Company has about com- 
pleted its eighty miles of road. The 
Utah Southern Company will therefore 
be enabled at the proper time to get its 
construction supplies by way of Salt 
Lake and Milford, and also by the way 
of Mojave, Blake and Manvel, if it is 
decided to build from both ends at the 
Same time. 

It is almost certain that within the 
next twelve or thirteen months the 
Union Pacific, a part of the great Van- 
derbilt system, will have a line of its 
own to Blake, where it will connect 
with the Santa Fé. The Oregon Short 
Line owns the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company. By its control of 
the Oregon Short Line, the Union Pa- 
cific has therefore a road into Port- 
land. To complete their system on this 
Coast, the Vanderbilts will sooner or 
later have an independent line into 
Los Angeles and one into San Fran- 
cisco. 

From Blake, on the Santa Fé, south- 
west into Los Angeles, the distance is 
not over 120 miles. Once the Union 
Pacific new line reaches Blake it will 
certainly extend to Los Angeles, thus 
securing its own line from Los Angeles 
via Salt Lake and Omaha.

|} disadvantage.in the matter of securing 


business between the East and South- 
ern California. The Vanderbilt road 
wlll be 300 miles shorter between Los 
Angeles and Chicago, or New York, ag 
compared with the Central Pacific 
route by the way of Mojave, Stockton, 
and Sacramento. The volume of 
freight and passenger business in and 
out of Southern California is large. 
The Southern Pacific and Santa Fé 
now have a veritable bonanza in a 
division of the business. In the one 
item of oranges alone the freight 
earnings amount to thousands of dol- 
lars annually. This year they have 
handled 13.000 carloads of oranges. 

The lucrative character of the South- 
ern California business has attracted 
the Vanderbilts, and to secure a share 
of it the Union Pacific is quietly but 
surely preparing to build a line into 
that section. 

Mr. Huntington has for years been 
successful in keeping the Union Pacific 
from building into California. He never 
had any fear of the Union Pacific 
building west through Northern or Cen- 
tral Nevada, but he has always feared 
that it would build, just as it now pro- 
poses to do—that is, southeast across 
Southern Nevada and on to Los An- 
geles. California traffic has become so 
luscious a plum that Huntington’s ef- 
forts to keep out competing lines are 
coming to naught. The Santa Fé is 
already south of Mojave. The Union 
Pacific, once in Southern. California, 
will have to come to this city, as well 
as to Los Angeles. That it will build 
north through the San Joaquin Valley 
is the general impression of local 
railway officials. 

The Union Pacific is in better finan- 
cial shape now than it has been for 
years past. President Bert is a strong 
Vanderbilt man, and he is aggressive 
and ambitious, The announcement, 
therefore, that his company has taken 
definite steps ta have a line of its own 
into Los Angeles is not a surprise to 
those acquainted with the flourishing 
condition of the Union Pacific and the 
wide-awake character of its present ad- 
ministration. 


Many Clouds, but Little Prospect of 
Rain Soon.

FIGHT FOR A CONTRACT. 


CITY LIGHTING QUESTION HEARD 


BY THE COUNCIL. 


Matter Taken Under Advisement 
After Two Hours’ Debate—Action 
on Request for War Trophies. 
Puablic Works Report. 


The question of lighting the city 
either by a continuation of the pres- 
ent plan of letting the contract from 
year to year to the lowest bidder or 
to let the people decide whether the 
city shall construct its own distribut- 
ing plant and purchase only the power 
from the competing companies, is now 
in the hands of the Gas and Light 
Committee of the City Council. The 
competing companies have completed 
their presentations of their plans and 
their figures. They have fought out 
before that committee about every 
point on city lighting that could be 
called to mind even by experts. Just 
what the Council will do will depend 
largely upon the report. 

The second meeting for the consid- 
eration of the question was held yes- 
terday afternoon and continued for 
more than two hours. All the members 
of the Council were present. The Los 
Angeles Electric Company was repre- 
sented by W. B. Cline, Judge W. A. 
Cheney, C. S. Vanee, C. A. Luckenbach, 
F. J. Thomas and S. W. Garretson. 
The interests of the San Gabriel Elec- 
tric Company were looked after by 
W. G. Kerckhoff, A. C. Balch and W. 
E. Dunn. President George H. Barker 
and General Manager H. C. Thaxter 
fepresented the Edison Electric Com- 
pany. The others present were A. I. 
Neiser of the Central Electric Company, 
Gen. Charles Forman and R. A. Ling. 

The adjournment from the meeting 
held Wednesday had been for. the 
purpose of enabling the several com- 
pantie present statements of cost 
and other details such 
discussed at the first meeting, and 
Judge Cheney, counsel! for the Los An- 
geles Electric Company, began the 
discussion by reading a voluminous 
brief, showing the alleged advantages 
of an acceptance of the bid of that 
company and citing a number of rea- 
sons why the proposition for a city 
system should not -be considered.

“If, in this experimental stage, 
the city goes as far as advertising for 
bids before the bonds have carried,” 
said he, ‘‘we feel assured that the plant 
can be built for no such figure as sug- 
gested in the San Gabriel company's 
bid, amd ff the bids are in excess of

As to the legality of such a proposi- 
tion, it was argued that the city has 
no right to enter into a partnership 
with any person or corporation for 
a public utility. “We are thoroughly 
convinced,” said he, “‘that it is beyond 
the power of the city to lend the credit ‘ 
of the city for the erection and oper- 
ation of a plant for the lighting of the 
public streets of the city where such 
plant is incomplete in itself, not only 
in its distributing system, but in the 
total absence of generation apparatus.” 
In this connection, he cited a recent 
decision, in which it was declared 
that such partnership arrangements 
were ‘forbidden by the Constitution. 
The question of compliance with the 
law requiring lighting contracts to be 
of only one year’s duration was 
briefly touched upon, to show that the 
cities that had been mentioned by 
the opposing company were exempted 
from the provisions of that law. 

It was asserted that by tying itself 
up in such a contract as had been sug- 
gested (that of buying power for ten 
years) the city would be confining itself 
to. present electrical conditions and 
would “at once eliminate from the fu- 
ture lighting of the streets all the pos- 
sibilities of taking advantage of 
changes that are bound to come and 
are constantly being made.’ The ques- 
tion of depreciation had been discussed 
at great length at the former meeting, 
and the Los Angeles -ompany declared 
that 10 per cent. was a minimum allow- 
ance for it, while the San Gabriel Com- 
pany contended that 5 per cent. was 
more than sufficient. Judge Cheney 
quoted from a message on the subject 
delivered by the Mayor of Boston in 
which an average of 7% was given as 
a fair percentage of depreciation on 
the first cost of the plant. In San

He did not deny 
that the.city has the power to do this, 


but before it was done he thought it 
the duty of the committee and of the 
Council to thoroughly satisfy them- 
selves that ‘there is no other way for 
the city to do financial justice to its 
citizens and taxpayers, as well as to the 
Los Angeles Electric Company, than 
by confiscating the property of the 
Los Angeles Electric Company and 
erecting the proposed portion of a 
municipal system.” 

Following the reading of the brief by 
Judge Cheney, President Cline of the 
Los Angeles Electric Company read a 
comprehensive financial statement, in 
which he attempted to show that even 
on the bids as submitted the proposi- 
tion of his company would be the 
cheaper in the end. He based his 
estimate on the bid of 823 lights by his 
company as against 914 by the other 
company. When asked as to this he 
asserted that the differences between 
the two systems were such that the 
lighting would be as well done with the 
number his company bid upon as with 
the greater number under the other 
system in which the masts would be 
abandoned. In the statement of figures 
both the one-year and the ten-year 
propositions were contained in the esti- 
mates, both of which were filed with 
the committee, together with a care- 
fully prepared sheet showing in paral- 
lel columns what that company esti- 
ot the differences between the two 

s. 


Attorney W. E. Dunn, after a hasty 
examination of the brief, replied for the 
San Gabriel Company. He began by 
saying that the question of the legality 
of the proposition and the legal right 
of the city to enter into such a con- 
tract had no place in the discussion be- 
fore that committee. He contended 
that the legal questions should not be 
discussed, for, he declared, if the propo- 
sition was legal the representatives of 
the two companies would soon know it, 
and if it was illegal perhaps the first 
persons to discover it would be repre- 
sentatives of the Los Angeles Company 
and an injunction would lie in that 
event. He asserted that the ques- 
-tion was one which the people them- 
selves should answer, and that it is 
the -duty of the Council to give them 
that opportunity. With reference to 
the plea of the opposition that there 
was not sufficient time to complete 
such a system after bonds had been 
issued, Mr. Dunn declared that his 
company would then and there enter 
into any kind of a oontract for the 
completion of its system if awarded 
the contract, provided they could be- 
gin work by the middle of August. 
He charged the Los Angeles company 
with unfairness in the presentation 
of its figures, in that it had computed 
for itself on a bisis of 823 lights as 
against 914 for the other company. 
As to the proper percentage of de- 
preciation he said an agreement was 
impossible, but he pointed to the evi- 
dence of the Edison company and of 
the City Blectrician as to the truth 
ef his contention that 5 per cent. was 
ample. In addition he read letters 
from F. W. Wood of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company and E. P. Clark of 
the Los Angeles and Pacific Railway 
Company, in which it was stated that 
an estimate of 5 per cent. for deprecia- 
tion was, in their opinion, even ex- 
cessive.

WAR TROPHIES ASKED FOR. 
Congressman Waters Requests Them 
for This City. 

Congressman R. J. Waters has 
written to City Clerk Hance, informing 
him that he has written to the Secre- 
tary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy, asking that in the general dis- 
tribution of trophies of the Spanish- 
American-—war, this city be given a 
share. The Council recently passed a 
resolution, in which the desire of the 
city for some of the captured guns 
and other munitions of war was ex- 
pressed, and the Congressman and 
Senator Perkins were asked to assist 
in the effort. 


Dr. Powers Goes 

Health Officer L. M. Powers left yes- 
terday morning for the East, to spend 
the thirty days’ leave of’ absence re- 
cently granted him by the Council. He 
will visit his old home in North Caro- 
lina and will then go to Washington 
for the purpose of consulting the Sur- 
geon-General in charge of the United 
States Marine Hospital service with a 
view to securing the codperation of 
that bureau in event of a future neces- 
sity for the establishment of quaran- 
tine regulations against any place to 
protect this part of the State. He will 
then go to New York. and will return 
by one of the northern routes. He is 
accompanied by his son.

PROTESTS DISPOSED OF. 


Name of Wall Street Will not Be 
Changed—Other Street Matters. 
At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Public Works yesterday morning a 
number of owners of property on 
Wall street appeared to protest against 
the proposed change of the name of 
that street to Ashland avenue. The 
board recommended that the petition 
for the change and the protests against 
it be filed. This will leave the name 
as at present. The protest against the 
proposed improvement of a portion 
of Wall street, filed by W. H. Harrel> 
son, was then considered and the board 
recommended that it be filed and that 
the proposed improvement be ordered. 

For a third time the board recom- 
mended that the proposed ordinance 
intended to regulate the business of 
moving houses be pleced upon’ its 
passage. The other recommendations 
of similar nature were not acted upon 
by the Council for .the reason that 
members of the board requested that 
the ordinance be returned to them for 
further consideration. The objections 
presented to the ordinance were not 
sufficient to cause the members of the 
board to change their opinions. 

In the matter of the protest with 
reference to the improvement of Sec- 
ond street between Flower and Figue- 
roa streets, it was recommended that 
the City Attorney be directed to bring 
suit to quiet the title to a disputed 
strip of land along the northerly side 
of the street, in order that objections 
to the improvement may be removed. 

Permission is to be granted Mont- 
gomery Bros. to erect a street clock 
at the edge of the sidewalk in front 
of their place of business in the Doug- 
les building at Third and Spring 
streets. The City Attorney will be di- 
rected to present an ordinance grant- 
ing this permission. The firm proposes 
to erect a costly timepiece. which will 
be for the convenience of the public. 


To Improve Towne Avente. 

A petition has been filed in the of- 
fice of the City Clerk asking the City 
Council to order the complete improve- 
ment of Towne avenue between Ninth 
and Eleventh streets. 


Admitted the Signature. 

All doubt as to who signed the 
bond of Contractor Heitchew to pro- 
tect the men whom he employed on 
a recent street contract has been re- 
moved by the admission on part of 
F. F. Ward that he signed the bond. 
When an effort was made by two la- 
borers to collect small sums alleged 
to be due as wages, the bond was ex- 
amined and the signatures on it were 
Martin C. Marsh and F. T. Ward. No 
such person as F. T. Ward could be 
found, and when F. F. Ward was 
asked about the matter, he did fot 
then admit that he had signed the 
bond, nor did he deny signing it. Since 
then. however, he has admitted the 
signature and will, of course, stand as 
surety on the bond. The bills of the 
workingmen will be paid by the bonds- 
men, ae the contractor who hired them 
is out of the city. 


Payroll Approved. 

The Board of Police Commissioners 
held a short special session yesterday 
morning for the purpose of approving 
the pay roll of the police department 
for May. The pay roll amounted to 
$8104.28. Two demands on the police 
pension fund were approved in favor 
of members avho are on the pension 
list. 

Chief Glass told the members Qf the

REACHES A CLIMAX, 


ALFORD TRIAL SPECTATORS 
EXPECTED MORE. 


BUT 


Foundation for Dying Statement of 
Hunter Admitted in Evidence. 
Declaration Imminent — Impor-. 
tant Testimony Taken. 


The first climax in the Alford mur- 
der trial was almost reached at the 
closing of the afternoon session yester- 
day, but the clock moved teo fast for 
the climax, or the climax came too 
slow for the clock, and so its edge had 
when court ad- 
journed. Several hundred persons who 
had crowded the room throughout al- 
most the entire afternoon, listening to 


long-dfawn-out and uninteresting tes- 


timony, .only in the hope of hearing 
what it was to lead to, filed slowly out 
of the room, and disappointment was 
maked on nearly every face. But the 
time was not ripe, and the climax, for 
such it is considered, may never come 
out in the courtroom. 

It is the dying declaration of Jay E. 
Hunter. It may be introduced as evi- 
dence immediately after the opening of 
court this forenoon, but the defense has 
offered an objection to it, and the court 
has held in abeyance his ruling on the 
objection. 

This statement was made by Mr. 
Hunter at the California Hospital on 
the morning of the day he died, in the 
presence of Dr. Carl Kurtz, Dr. Pierce 
and Charkes Wellborn. The statement 
was made to Mr. Wellborn, and it will’ 
probably be introduced through his 
testimony, although some of it being 
in answer to questions propounded by 
Dr. Kurtz, it is probable that he will 
be asked to tell some parts of it. Notes 
on the entire conversation were taken 
by Dr. Pierce, and it is the intention of 
the prosecution that he shall give some 
of the testimony. 

The prosecution is inclined to the be- 
lief that the declaration will be admit- 
ted. That only a formal objection will 
be introduced by the defense is due to 
the fact that Alford’s attorneys are 
confident they can offer evidence in va- 
riance with the declaration of the de- 


| cedent. 


Yesterday's proceedings in th trial 
were filled with objections and numer- 
ous legal quibbles on the part of the 
contesting attorneys, and although sev- 
eral witnesses were examined there 
was not much vital evidence brought 
out that had not been toldon the prev- 
ious day. 

A dummy, which has occupied one 
corner of the courtroom for several 
days, was brought into use yesterday 
during the cross-examination of Dr. 
Hagan. It was used by the attorney 
that the witness might demonstrate to 
the jury the exact positions of the 
wounds in Mr. Hunter’s body and those 
on Alford’s head. 

Not the least important feature of 
the day’s proceedings was the admit- 
tance of testimony intended for the 
benefit of the court alone, without re- 
gard to the jury. This was the prelim- 
inary testimony which is to lead up to 
the dying declaration of Mr. Hunter. 
The court refused to have it offered 
during the preceding day, but after a 
long argument on the part of ex-Sen- ‘ 
ator White and the apparent with- 
drawal of objections on the part of the 
defenese, th’e evidence was admitte4. It 
was a long and tedious recital by sey- 
eral witnesses and required the greater 
part of the afternoon session, and then 
it was not all in. It included state- 
ments of physicians and friends as to 
the physical condition of Mr. Hunter 
after he was shot until the time he 
died, although attorneys.for the defense 
were careful to see that no word of the 
decedent, relative to the manner of his 
Sustaining the bullet wounds, was ad- 
mitted. 

The first two witnessed of the morn- 
ing session were Attorney John D. Pope 
and Jack Kline; both of them had 
offices in the Stimson Block at the time 
of the shooting, and each testified to 
hearing the shots. 

John C. Robinson, a collector, who 
was going up in one of the Stimson 
Block .elevators at the time of the 
shooting, testified as to the interval 
between the firing of the first and sec- 


ond shots. He thought it must 
have been only a few  sec- 
onds. He got off the _ elevator 


at the floor on which the shooting had 
occurred, and he started toward Mr.

Alford was bleed- 
ing profusely, and the witness inquired 
of him: “Who shot you?” “I am not 
shot. I shot Hunter. He struck me,” 
was the reply.

A TECHNICAL FIT.

Court and Counsel Confronted by a 


Cloakmaking Problem. 

The suit of I. E. Carroll vs. Mr. and 
Mrs. Conrad Worth, to recover $35, oc- 
cupied the attention of Judge Trask all 
of yesterday. The suit was On appeal 
from the Township Court, where plain- 
tiff got judgment, and on its face the 
case seemed so simple as to be easily 
disposed of inside of two hours. But 
the court didn’t think so after the tes- 
timony had well begun. 

Mrs. Worth bought a handsome fur- 
trimmed blue Tuxedo jacket from the 
Parisian Cloak and Suit Company for 
$35, but as it was too large it was re- 
turned for alteration. After being re- 
fitted the jacket was too tight across 
the shoulders, and was again returned, 
and this process of refitting and alter- 
ing continued four times, and then Mrs. 
Worth refused to take delivery or pay 
for the jacket at all. Thereupon the 
Parisian Cloak and Suit Co. assigned 
its claim -to the plaintiff, and the pres- 
ent suit was brought to recover. The 
plaintiff contended that. as Mrs. Worth 
had had the garment in her possession 
for a reasonable time that that fact 
alone in law made her responsible as 
the purchaser, but beyond that evi- 
dence was put in to show that Mrs. 
Worth had professed herself as satis- 
fied with the jacket after the altera- 
tions had been made. The court held, 
however, that according to plaintiff's 
own testimony, it had been agreed to 
alter: the jacket to fit Mrs. Worh: if 
that had been done then judgment 
must go for plaintiff, and if not it must 
go for defendant. He thought counsq 
might agree upon some expert who 
could determine whether the jacket pro- 
duced in court was really a well-fitting 
garment or not, and the case was con- 
tinued until 2 o’clock to permit oppos- 
ing counsel to line up their experts. 

In the afternoon the court bore in 
some degree the appearance of a dress- 
making or cloakmaker’s establishment. 
Mrs. Worth donned the despised jacket 
and allowed experts for the plaintiff as 
well as experts for the defense to pull 
the sleeves down andattempt to smooth 
the wrinkles out, while expiating upon 
the merits or demerits of the garment. 
N. H. Murphy, buyer for the People’s 
Store, thought the Tuxedo jacket a per- 
fect fit, and so did Mr. Barry, a local 
tailor. Miss L. J. Bandholt, manager of 
the cloak department in Fixen’s store, 
though it a satisfactory fit, . but il- 
lumined the intelligence of court and 
counsel by defining the fit of a garment 
not to be a matter of comfortable ad- 
justment to the figure, but the ‘“‘gen- 
eral effect to the eye.” If a garment 
should fit so tightly under the sleeves 
as to tear, that in itself would not, 
in witness's opinion, necessarily indi- 
cate a bad fit, but would be merely a 
matter of uncomfortable feeling on the 
part of the wearer. Alluding to certain 
wrinkles which appeared in the back 
of the jacket, notwithstanding the fact 
that Mrs. Worth wore It buttoned in 
front, Miss Bandholt stated that they 
did not result from’ the garment being 
badly fitted, but that the fault was 
with the figure of the person wearing 
it. This was a rather sharp reflection 
upon Mrs, Worth, for the wrinkles 
showed only on one side of the jacket, 
and no such bias appeared in the trim 
figure of the defendant. 

Mrs. M. Huffman and Mrs. H. A. 
Thomas, dress and cloakmakers In the 
city, discoursed just as learnedly as 


while showing just why the jacket wus 
an ill-fitting garment, and must of ne- 
cessity be uncomfortable to the wearer. 
Other witnesses followed for the de- 
fense, and then counsel on either side 
were overcome by the attraction of the 
fur-trimmed garment, gently 
turned Mrs. Worth this way and that 
in the laudable attempt to appreciate 


Worth discarded the Tuxedo jacket and 
left the courtroom, and interest lapsed 
as the dry arguments began. 

The case was submitted. 


RAILROADS’ RESPONSIBILITY. 


Germain Fruit Company Recovers 
from Southern Califernia Road. 

Judge Allen yesterday handed down 
an opinion in the case of the Germain 
Fruit Company against the Southern 
California Railway Company, wherein 
the finding of the court is of impor- 
tance to shippers of fruit (o the east- 
ern markets. 

The case is a very old one, but from 
the facts submitted to the court by 
stipulation it appeared that the plain- 
tiff delivered to the defendant com- 
pany 300 ‘boxes of oranges consigned 
to the Germain Fruit Company, Chi- 
cago, Ill., to be delivered over the de- 
fendant’s road and handed over to the 
consignee at the defendant's freight 


Station, or to such transportation 
company, if the shipment should be 
destined to a point beyond 
said = station, whose line should be 


considered a part of the route to the 
place of destination. It was argued, 
however, that the responsibility of the 
defendant as a common carrier should 
cease when delivered at the station 
where delivered to such person or 
carrier. At that time the defendant 
Was operating a road from Los Ange- 
les to Barstow, from which point to 
Albuquerque the goods were trans- 
ported over the Atlantic and Pacific, 
from thence to Kansas City over the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, and 
from thence to Chicago over the Chi- 
cago and Alton road. latter 
road was so negligent in the manner 
of delivering the goods that they 
were lost to the holder of the bill of 
lading. 

“The bill of lading upon its face,” 
says the court, “plainly indicates a 
contract upon the part of the defend- 
ant to deliver the goods at the com- 
pany's freight station at Chicago. It 
is insisted upon the part of the de- 
fendant that the liability of defendant 
was but that of a warehouseman, 
when the goods were once delivered 
to a competent carrier, under the pro- 
visions of section 2201 of our Civil 
Code. 

‘In my opinion, the section just re- 
ferred to, and which but declares the 
law establidxhed by most of the Ameri- 
can courts, including the Supreme 
Court of the United States, is intended 
only to apply to cases in which freight 
is received for transportation without 
a definite contract in relation thereto, 
and fixes the liability of a common 
earrier in the absence of a contract. 
That a common carrier may contract 
to transport goods beyond the line of 
his road.is established by Colfax Fruit 
Company vs. Southern Pacific Com- 
pany (118 Cal., 650,) and In the case 
at bar they did so contract to deliver 
at their freight station in Chicago, 
representing thereby that they had a 
freight station in the city of Chicago, 
and by fair inference that they had a 
line of railroad extending thereto. In 
any event, they made a special con- 
tract to deliver at a _ special point, 
and cannot be relleved from a breach 
of the contract by reason of the fact 
that other agencies which they em-. 
ployed were derelict in their duty.” 

Judgment was ordered for plaintiff.

Praeger, deceased, to recover the face 
value of an insurance policy for $10,000 
upon the life of the deceased, The case 
is somewhat exceptional jo the ordi- 
nary run of insurance cases, as fraud 
is charged against the company's agent. 


It is alleged by the plaintiff that in 


Under the terms of the policy, if Prae- 
ger lived until November, 1911, the full 
amount of the policy would be paid to 
him, and if he died in the meantime the 
amount would be paid over to his legal 
representative. It is averred that on 
March 6, 1898, Praeger did die, and on 
the 20th of that month the required 
notification was given the insurance 
company, but the latter denied liabil- 
ity, claiming that the policy had ex- 
pired in May, 1894, by reason of the 
non-payment of the premium. 

Mrs. Praeger avers that on March 25, 
1899, the defendant company, through 
its agent, H. E. Maxson, represented to 
her that the policy had been forfeited 
by the company, but that to avoid 
trouble and litigation, the company was 
willing to return all of the money gaid 
in on premiums, with 4 per cent. in- 
terest compounded, making a total 
amount to be refunded of $1300. And 
that the plaintiff was assured that she 
would be unable to recover anything 
from the company because of the for- 
feiture of the policy in accordance with 
the laws of the State of New York. Un- 
der these circumstances, and relying 
upon the truth and good faith of the 
company’s agent, Mrs. Praeger states, 
she accepted the offer made to her, not 
knowing the falsity of the representa- 
tions made, and without any authority 
from the court. She receipted for the 
$1300, but avers that she afterward 
found out that she had been miéisin- 
formed, and that the policy upon the 
ltfe of her husband had not been for- 
feited in accordance with the laws of 
the State of New York; that the prem- 
iums actually amounted to $1669.30, and 
that compounded at 4 per cent. the 
amount would be $2300. 

Upon discovering these alleged facts 
Mrs. Praeger avers that she rescinded 
the contract or agreement of settle- 
ment and offered and made tender of 
the $1300 she had received, and when 
the tender was refused she placed the 
amount in the California Bank to the 
credit of the Mutual Life Insurance

TRUSTEE RETAINED. 
Matters in the Allien Estate Straight- 
ened Ont. 

A short opinion was handed .down 
by Judge Allen yesterday, bearing 
upon the administration of. the Allen 
estate, and the matter of removing 
Mrs. Adeline Johnson as one of the 

trustees. 

When the case was heard in court it 
was charged against Mrs. Johnson that 
she persistently failed and refused to 
cary out the express provisions of 
the trust; but one of the chif con- 
troversies was upon the construction 
of the deed.

CALIFORNIA CANNED FRUIT. Re- 
cently this department commented on 
a report prevalent in the East to the 
effect that California packers of canned 
fruits were selling goods for future de- 
livery at 15 cents per dozen less than 
the prices of last year for peaches. Lo- 
cal packers claim that this cannot be 
and is not true. The tins will cost : 
cents per dozen more than last year, 
and the fruit will cost fully one-fourth 
of a cent a pound more as it comes 
from the tree, which would be one-half 
of a cent more as it goes in the ean. 
To pack honest fruit will cost all of 15 
cents per dozen more than last year, 
and sales now being made for futures 
are on just about that basis. Last year 
peaches and apricots cost $15 to $16 per 
ton for canning fruit. This year the 
canners are paying $20 and upward for 
apricots, and take the whole crop, large 
and small. The ripe fruit will be dried

805,000 boxes in the same period in the 
previous season. 

At other ports the arrivals were also 
Jarger, excepting at Boston. At Mon- 
treal it is said 50 per cent. more 
lemons were received, but New Orleans 
feads in increase with 75,000 boxes 
this season, compared with 28,000 boxes 
last. The falling off.at Boston was 
emall, 64,000 boxes, compared with 70,- 
900. Baltimore and Philadelphia re- 
port 78,000, against 20,000. Prices have 
naturally ruled high, and as summer 
comes on, will probably rule higher.

DRESS GOODS. The dress-goods 
market has passed through the quiet- 
est week for some time, says the St. 
Louis General Merchant, but still the 
average agent is in a pretty good 
mood, as even if he cannot report a 
good run of orders coming in, he can 
at least rest comfortably in the knowl- 
edge that his order books show that a 
very fair degree of success has crowned 
his efforts since the fall season opened. 
The dress-goods mills, as a rule, are 
much better situated as regards orders 
than those mills engaged on men's 
wear fabrics. The orders taken to date 
on dress goods will keep the mills en- 
gaged for some time to come and there 
is not, therefore, any immediate need 
for concern. Some agents have re- 
ported the best business in four or five 
years, and orders have been booked on 
many lines which will keep the mills at 
work for months. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

BETTER PINEAPPLES. The rul- 
ing of the court here in the dispute 
with the custom appraisers that pine- 
apvles which have gone into such a 
condition that they have to be vir- 
tually thrown away, cannot be ex- 
pected to pay duty, says Baltimore 
Trade, will have a beneficial effect 
upon the importation of these goods 
in two ways. It will undoubtedly as- 
sist to prevent shippers from loading 
up fruit that is greener than it should 
be, and it will remove one inducement 
from. the consignee to try to force 
over-ripe stuff into the market to save 
his shipper from a direct loss handi- 
capped by a tariff. We are, therefore, 
likely to have. better fruit, better as- 
sorted on arrival, with a complete 
cleaning out from the holds of all un- 
sightly stuff, the spoiled fruit going 
into wastage and not into the market. 


ARTIFICIAL VS. NATURAL INDI- 
GO. Apropos of the’ supplanting of 
natural indigo by that made from coal 
tar the Singapore Straits Budget says: 
“To put the matter in a nutshell, pro- 
ducers of natural indigo are in a bad 
way; in fact, there is at present tak- 
ing place a revoluton in the industry, 
owing to the introduction of an article 
which is claimed to be of one uniform 
and invariable quality. The competi- 
tion of the artificial product, which has 
been but two years on the market, sits 
heavily upon all who are interested in 
the natural indigo, especially in Indla. 
Thence, of course, the greater part of 
the world’s supply of indigo has in the 
past come. People are asking how long 


’ it will be ere the great German factory 


at Ludwigshafen will have driven the 
natural product—not of indigo only, but 
of other substances used for a like pur- 
— the markets of the world. 

here are signs in India of a drawing- 
in in all directions in the districts in 
which indigo is grown..In Bengal the 
indigo forecast for last year was for an 
area nearly 10 per cent. less than the 
average; in the northwestern provinces 
and Oudh it was 37% per cent. below 
the average; in the Punjab, 33 per cent. 
less than the small area of last year; in 
Madras it was much less than half the 
average. The indigo growers are de- 
spondent and hesitate to embark their 
capital in the production of a commod- 
ity which is threatened with being dis- 
placed by the synthetically prepared 
artificial dye. 

“The demand for this latter is mean- 
while growing largely, not in Europe 
and America alone, but in the eastern 
markets. The claims that are put for- 


‘ward on its behalf are of the most 


formidable kind, and they will, perhaps, 
meet with the more serious attention, 
seeing that artificial indigo is not one 
of the surprises of modern chemistry 
suddenly sprung upon the industrial 
world. The same patient and laborious 
process of experimental synthesis 
which resulted in the production. of 
alizarin, the coloring matter of madder, 
from coal tar, has been punsued for 
many years in the artificial production 
of indigotin, the coloring principle of 
pure indigo. It has taken many years 
to make the process a commercial suc- 
cess, but those who are engaged in it 
Appear to be confident that they have 
at length reached the goal. In some of 
the indigo-growng districts of India ef- 
forts have been made for some time 
past to inerease the purity of the lo- 


“tal natural product, but at the best, it 


Stands at a disadvantage of nearly 9 
per cent. in purity in comparison with 


' its German competitor, which claims to 


have nearly 99 per cent. of pure indigo 
blue. To further emphasize the falling 
off in the India trade, it may be men- 
tloned that, whereas the quantity of 
natural.indigo exported dtring 1896-97 
was 109,001 cwts.,-in 1897-98 it was 71,- 


$64 wts. These figures show a decline of 


34.4 per cent., and last year's figures are 


the lowest for some years past. The 


falling off is principally noticeable in 
the exports to the United Kingdom, 
which have decreased by 54.4 per vent. 
With the .exception of the United 
States, the trade with which has con- 
tinued much the same as in previous 
years, and Turkey in Asia, which 
shows a slight increase in its limited 
consumption, the exports from India 
have stagnated generally, with Euro- 
pean countries. The unfortunate condi- 
tion to which this. thriving industry is 
reduced is in great measure due to the 
introduction of the German article, but 
it has also to be remembered that there 
has been a good deal of overproduc- 
tion in many of the indigo-growing 
districts, a tightness in the money 
market, and that there are still heavy 
stocks in the home markets. It is a 
hopeful sign, however, that Japan and 
Egypt are furnishing new and rapidly 
growing markets; the large stocks may 
yet be absorbed by the small dealers 
who got rid of their supplies owing 
to the Badische scare. 

“There is a good deal of dyeing go- 
ing on at Singapore, and the new pro- 
duct has been used experimentally by 
several Chinamen, who have pro- 
nounced the results to be far and away 
better than any obtained with natural 
indigo.”’

TION, TWO TO ONE. 


Ninety-two “Yes”? Votes Cast and 
Forty-six “Noes’’—C. J. Willett 
Re-elected School Trustee—Night 
of Jubilation at the Y.M.C.A.—Ar- 
rest of a Los Angeles Man. 


PASADENA, June 2.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] There was a bit of a surprise in the 
result of the special school district election 
today. Though e count was favorable to 
the free kinde rten project, there were 
more adverse votes than had been expected. 
A member of the school board thought this 
moon that the kindergarten would win, four 
or five to one; but when the polls.closed at 
6 o'clock tonight, the vote stood: ‘‘Kinder- 
garten yes,” 92; ‘‘kindergarten, no,"’ 46. 
During the afternoon some effort was made 
by the opposition to get out votes, and they 
succeeded in throwing just half as many 
Mays as there were yeas. It is, perhaps, 
worthy of mention that gentlemen who have 
been conspicuous in pulling against the mu- 
nicipal water enterprise worked against the 
free kindergarten today. On the other hand, 
some of the men most anxious for city water 
development voted against the kindergarten, 
on the ground that Pasadena should make 
sure of its increased supply of water be- 
fore incurring additional expenses for any 
other object. 

A poll of 138 out of a total of 2000 votes in 
the city is not so conclusive as it might be. 
The school trustees wish there had been a 
fuller expression of opinion for their guid- 
ance. Doubtless the ratio of two to one in 
favor expresses the sentiment of the city as 
to the kindergartens, however. If the school 
trustees conclude that this vote of today is 
strong enough to warrant their taking the 
step, they will submit to the voters a plan 
for raising the necessary funds. e kin- 
dergarten campaign has really just begun; 
but the ladies will be pleased with the news 
— the starter went off in the right direc- 

on. 

The vote for school trustee was 
unanimous. Of 131 ballots thrown, C. J. 
Willett had 130. On the other ballot some- 
body had erased his name and substituted 
that of C. M. Simpson, his former law part- 
ner. This is the first reappearance of the 
Senator in the arena since he came down 
from Sacramento. Probably he will not 
thank his friend for this compliment. 

ANOTHER STRIKE OF WATER. 

The managers of the Lake Vineyard Water 
Company are feeling pretty comfortable un- 
der their waistcoats today. They have 
struck water, and an abundance of it, in 
their new well near reservoir No. 1. They 
got into it at 147 feet depth, the same level 
at which they found water in their first 
well. This makes them chuckle. Nobody in

Meanwhile trouble is brewing over the b'g 
hole dug in North Pasadena last summer to 
find the leak in the Painter reservoir. Some 
of the directors of the company object to 
paying the expense of the excavation, and 
other charges in connection with it. This 
leak, or rather the stream running from it, 
was located by Capt. Godfrey, and Director 
Painter, who is a firm believer in the cap- 
tain’s powers, was the promoter of the dig- 
ging, and some of his associates on the 
board want him to settle the bill for the 
long end of the hole. 

Y.M.C.A. JUBILEB. 

The Y.M.C.A. of Pasadena had a jubilee 
this evening over the raising of their debt. 
On the first of May the association owed 
$800. Through the generosity of a friend, 
who will not allow his or her name pub- 
lished, but who gave nearly $500 toward the 
indebtedness, the whole has been wiped out, 
and the organization is in fine trim for 
future work. The directors and their wives 
sat down at a well-spread tea table in the 
rooms this evening and exchanged con- 
gratulations. President Hamilton presided 
and called on Secretary Parsons, Dr. J. B. 
Janes, I. J. Reynolds and others for re- 
marks. 

The directors have engaged C. H. Parsons 
as secretary for another year at an in- 
creased salary, and the present lively inter- 
est in the association will be maintained.

SAN PEDRO. 


Progress of Breakwater Work—An- 
other Barge Successfully Operated. 
SAN PEDRO, June 2.—[Regular Corre- 

spondence.}] Barge No. 2, the second of the 
water-compartment, self-dumping, rock-car- 
rying scows built by Hel@maier & Neu, the 
contractors for the harbor breakwater, was 
successfully dumped Thursday morning. The 
load of rock, of which there was 790 tons, 
was brought over from the Catalina Island 
quarry on barge No. 1, which is of the same 
dimensions and model as No. 2. It was towed 
to the Southern California Lumber Com- 
pany’s Wharf and the water line, as she lay 
loaded in the still water of the inner har- 
bor, was carefully marked by the govern- 
ment engineers under direction of Engineer 
Burton, Then the rock, a small quantity 
at a time, was weighed and loaded on the 
other barge, the water line of which, when 
it was empty, had also been marked. When 
the entire load of rock had been weighed 
and transferred to the other barges, the two 
barges were marked so as to show their 
changed water lines. The water-line marks 
of the barges as they lay empty arid loaded 
will be used as a basis for determining the 
weight of subsequent loads of rock without 
going through the elaborate process of actu- 
ally weighing them with scales. 

The contractors have taken the last of 
the great lot of quarry machinery to the 
rock beds, where a large force of men is 
employed. Nearly fifty men are working on 
the pocket barge. which is building on 
Terminal Island. That barge will be largor 
than the water-compartment scows now in 
use, It, will be 160x40 feet, and will Have 
a rock-carrying capacity of nearly one thou- 
sand tons. It Will have a number of spaces 
in the center opening directly through the 
bottom. The pockets on the lower side wi!! 
be closed with heavy gates, which will hold 
the rock till the barge is in position for 
dumping, when they may be released so as 
to open downwaré and let the rock slide 
out. As soon as the barge is completed and 
launched, which will be in about two weeks, 
there will be active onerations begun on an- 
other like it. Part of the keel of the other 
has been laid, and the work on that one is 
temporarily awaiting the arrival of another 
cargo of lumber from Puget Sound, which is 
expected here within a few days. 

Water-compartment barges like the one 
dumped Thursday require for their opera- 
tion a depth of about twenty feet of water. 
Pocket barges like the one now building, al- 
though they have a much larger carrying 
capacity, require only about twelve feet depth 
of water in order to operate succesefully.

BLACK TELLS HIS OWN STORY OF 
THE PATTERSON MURDER. 


John Mitten Also Gives Important 
Testimony — Water Company’s 
Methods to Be Investigated, 
Daily Accessions to the Crowd 
of Gold Seekers. 


SAN DIEGO, June 2. — [Regular Cor- 
respondence.} Up to the noon hour today 
witnesses were still being examined by the 
defense in the Sam Black murder trial, but 
nothing new in the case had developed. 
Yesterday the principal witness for the pros- 
ecution was John R. C. Mitten, who was 
Black's companion on the night of the mur- 
der. He told a straightforward story of the 
events leading up to the shooting, and his 
story substantiated the evidence already 
taken in the case. 

At 3 o’clock the prosecution rested, and 
Sam Black was called as the first witness 
for the defense. He told the story of the 
events which preceded the shooting, and ex- 
plained the fact of his telling the story about 
the wildcat subsequently by saying that 
among other things he had a claim in the 
Legislature for injuries received while hunt- 
ing Evans and Sontag, and he was afraid 
that he would hurt his claim if he ac- 
knowledged having shot a man. In his testi- 
mony he related how, while in the orchard 
with Mitten, he had scen some one drive 
away with his team, and had shot at him 
to stop him. The court adjourned at the 
close of Black's testimony until 9:30 today. 

WANT WATER, NOT EXCUSES. 

It was a business meeting from the start 
that was held by the joint Water Committce 
of the City Council last night,.and acton 
was taken which it is hoped will bring the 
San Diego Water Company to terms.

A 
sub-committee of two was appointed to in- 
vestigate the pressure in the fire hydrants 
on the higher levels in the city, Delegate 
Denton and Alderman Jaber being chosen.

BUTTER PRODUCERS. 


Movement to Form Organization of 
Creamery Men. 

A meeting of the men operating 
creameries in Los Angeles and Orange 
counties has been called for 2:30 p.m. 
next Tuesday at the office of C. G. 
Wickson & Co., at No. 111 South 
Broadway. The purpose of the meet- 
ing is to organize for the marketing 
of the butter output, somewhat after 
the exchange methods of disposing of 
the fruit crop. Promoters of the pro- 
jected organization say that it is not 
intended to form a trust, but rather to 
get the creamery men in this part of 
the State to work in harmony in sup- 
plying the central part of the State and 
Arizona. 

The two counties named are produc- 
ing the great bulk of the creamery 
butter manufactured in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and the output is more than 
sufficient for home ‘consumption. In 
Placing their butter on the market 
the producers have to compete with 
Northern California, where there is 
a great deal of butter manufactured, 
and with the East. In the two coun- 
ties there are between twenty-five and 
thirty creameries, the estimated ag- 
gregate output of which is 27,000 two- 
pound rolls per month. It is hoped 
by organized effort to have regular 
reports of the quantity of butter made, 
the quantity consumed locally and 
the quantities consumed in Central 
California and the other dependent 
sections. 

One of the advantages which it is 
said the organization will make possi- 
ble is that all the creameries joined 
in it may pack their butter in wrap- 
pers bearing the association brand. 
Each creamery may print its individual] 
brand on the ‘wrapper and. also use 
the association trade mark on the same 
wrapper. That will protect the cream- 
eries in the association from unscrupu- 
lous dealers, who would otherwise sell 
inferior grades packed in wrappers 
bearing counterfeit brands. There are 
other unfair practices whieh it is hoped 
may be abated by the organization. 
Nearly all of the rolls of butter turned 
out of the Southern California cream- 
eries are said to be full weight, or 
two pounds each, but the producers 
complain that the rolls packed by but- 
ter manufacturers in other parts of the 
country are not up to the standard 
weight. This is one of the points to 
which the new organization will doubt- 
less devote some attention. 

The name of the organization will 
probably be ‘“‘The Southern California 
Creamery Association.” It is proposed 
to have it incorporated. One of the 
plans that is as yet in embryo is to 
establish a system of inspection of 
plants, so that any needed improve- 
ments in methods of manufactureemay 
be promptly suggested. 

As to the matter of controlling prices, 
it is explained that the object is to 
secure uniformity, and restrain any of 
the producers that would sell below the 
established rates. It is urged in behalf 
of the promoters, however, that no ex- 
cessive prices can be imposed on con- 
sumers for the reason that the mo- 
ment it is attempted butter made in 
other parts of the country cangbe 
shipped in, thereby keeping the rates 
within reasonable limits. 


SLOT-MACHINE ORDINANCE. 


Seventeen Alleged Violators Have 
Their Cases Set for Trial. 


Justice Morgan yesterday morning 
overruled the demurrer in the case of 
F. T. McClellan, the First-street cigar 
dealer, charged ‘with violating the 
slot-machine ordinance, and motion 
to dismiss was denied. Justice Mor- 
gan’s ruling in this case was decistve 
of procedure in seventeen others. Mc- 
Clellan and all the rest have entered 
a plea of not guilty and each demands 
a jury trial. 

In Justice Morgan’s court the slot- 
machine docket reads as follows: F.
